Dissidents forecast Lib-Dems dismiss 

prime minister’s fall idea of Labour pact

BATTLE-WEARY Tory loyal¬ 
ists received the grim news of 
another by-election humilia¬ 
tion with an air of sullen 
resignation yesterday. 

After the party's battering in 
foe county elections and at 
Newbury and foe dramas over 
Maastricht few of the prime 
minister’s Commons support¬ 
ers were expecting Christ¬ 
church to buck foe trend. But 
there was still dismay at the 
scale of the 35 per cent swing 
—the biggest anfrgovemment 
shift since the war. 

From foe growing army of 
backbench Tory dissidents, 
which now embraces the left as 
well as the right there was 
bitter criticism of John Major 
and Sir Norman Fowler, party 
chairman, and renewed predic¬ 
tions that Mr Major had only a 
year to retrieve his position. 

Loyalists said they saw no 
signs of a challenge to Mr 
Major at present but that 
could change in the run-up to 
the next election if the party's 
fortunes did not improve. 

Meanwhile, ministers un¬ 
derlined their determination 
to see through unpopular poli¬ 
cies in foe belief that the right 
decisions would eventually 
pay dividends.

JOHN MAJOR THREE YEARS ON: OUT OF 
TOUCH AND INEXPERIENCED 
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THE prime minister has suf¬ 
fered an unprecedented drop 
in public confidence in his 
qualities as a leader over the 
past year as both he and his 
party are widely seen as out of 
touch with ordinary people. 

The latest MORI poll for 
The Times underlines the ex¬ 
tent of disenchantment with 
John Major and the Conserva¬ 
tive party. Particularly worry¬ 
ing for Mr Major, in the wake 
of his party's rout at Christ¬ 
church, is that many Tory 
supporters share these doubts. 

An all-time high of 60 per 
cent of the public say foe 
Tories are out of touch with 
ordinary people. For 35 to 54- 
year-olds. Londoners and full¬ 
time workers, the figure is 
over 70 per cent. More than a

third of Tory supporters re¬ 
gard the party as out of touch. 

Mr Major personally is 
regarded as out erf touch by 
half foe public, including a 
quarter of Tory supporters. 

His personal ratings are far 
worse than Margaret Thatch¬ 
er’S when she was at her least 
popular as prime minister. 
Just 11 per cent of all voters 
(and 25 per cent of Tory 
supporters) regard Mr Major 
as a capable leader. His 
predecessor’s low point in 
February 1990, was 34 per 
cent Only 7 per cent of the 
public (and 12 per cent of 
Tories) now believe Mr Major 
is good in a crisis. 

Mr Major is seen as out of 
touch ana inflexible, while 
John Smith is viewed as hav¬ 
ing sound judgment, being 
down to earth and under¬ 
standing Britain’s problems, 
Paddy Ashdown is seen as 
having a lot of personality and 
bring good in a crisis. A mere 
5 per cent of the public, and il 
per cent of Tories, think Mr 
Major has a lot of personality. 

The arguments over the 
Maastricht treaty and the 
extension of VAT to domestic 
fori appear to have been part¬ 
icularly damaging. Half the 
public believe foe Tories are 


divided, a rise of 20 percentage 
points since the question was 
asked in April. More than 40 
per cent of Tories see the party 
as divided. Over half foe 
public, inducting one in five 
Tories, say the party will 
promise anything to win votes. 

Only about 8 per cent of 
respondents say the Tories 
have a good team of leaders, 
including just over 20 per cent 
of Tory supporters. 

The Conservative party 
rows and dimbdowns of the 
past year have led to a sharp 
drop in the number of people 
saying foe Tories have a 
professional approach, to 12 
per cent from 42 per cent at the 
time of the general election. 

Compared with the other 
parties, the Tories are seen as 
out of touch, while Labour is 
viewed as concerned and look¬ 
ing after people’s interests. 

Twice as many pemle see 
foe Tories as divided as 
believe Labour is divided.

Last of the islandsmen 
dings to his bleak world 


MAIRTIN Choilm Seoighe is 
the last remaining inhabitant 
of a 400-acre island one mile 
off the west coast of Ireland, 
living with no electricity, no 
running water and no tele¬ 
phone, he survives by tending 
a few cattle and growing his 
own vegetables. He is said to 
be tiie last islandsman in Eire. 

At its population peak in &e 
1930s, more than 200 people 
lived on Inishharra, ca 
Galway. Their booses now lie 
derelict, victims of the mass 
emigration that has blighted 
communities in the west of 
Ireland for decades. 

According to census figures 
released last month, 3,954 
more people left Galway than 
came to live there between 
1986 and 1991. As tiie work chi 
the island disappeared, so did 
the people. Mr Seoighe^ last 
neighbour left 12 years ago. 

•There was nothing for 
them here, there were no 
jobs." he said. The land was 
so poor they couldn’t live any 
longer. When I was growing

up. I never thought that 1 
would be left here alone. But ft 
is too late to go now. I will stay 
as long as I have my health.” 

Mr Seoighe. a former All 
Ireland currach rowing cham¬ 
pion now in his 60s, uses his 
traditional boat to get to file 
mainland for supplies twice a 
week. He never married and 
does not smoke or drink. “A 
breath of fresh Atlantic air 
every morning is all I need.” 
he said A fit. strong man, he 
carries easily under one arm a 
bag of barley which would 
strain two men. 

Mr Semghets great-great¬ 
grandfather was the first per¬ 
son to live on the island in tiie 
18th century. “People reckoned 
it was a lot easier to live by the 
sea at that time," he said. They 
kept a few cattle and sheep, 
grew potatoes and fished to 
make ends meet 

They were quite happy 
with it," Mr Seoighe said- "But 
drey were just living, that is 
all. They ®d not makp any 
money."

ten brothers and sisters left for 
America. He himself worked 
cm a form in England for a few 
years in the 1960s and 1970s.

Inishbarra — the name 
comes either from a local 
saint. Bearachain. or from the 
Gaelic for “the island at the 
top of the bay” — is a bleak 
granite outcrop, criss-crossed 
by a patchwork of dry stone 
walls dividing the antique 
smallhokimgs. Mr Seoighe 
spends his days tending his 
cattle, three Connemara po¬ 
nies and 100 acres. 

“I have no spare time," he 
said.

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Tate’s modernist 
choice makes 
waves at St Ives

THE new Tate Gallery in St 
Ives has entered the great 
modem art debate, dividing 
tourists, townspeople and art¬ 
ists in its first month since 
opening. 

Drawn up on one side are 
residents and artists who 
claim that the modernist con¬ 
tents of the building are too 
selective and unrepresenta¬ 
tive of the St Ives scene. 

They say that London art 
snobs have chosen the paint¬ 
ings and sculpture on show, 
turning the gallery into a 
museum dedicated to the 
area's brief post-war artistic 
fame rather than making it a 
celebration of living art 

Ranged against them are a 
handful of gallery owners and 
the Tate itself. They argue 
that the new gallery, contain¬ 
ing abstract expressionist 
work by Alfred Wallis. Ben 
Nicholson, Barbara Hep- 
worth and Peter Lanyon 
among others, was not in¬ 


tended to summarise the 
whole scene and that the 
range of work was planned 
months in advance. 

Graham Morris, cafe own¬ 
er and member of the Si Ives 
Chamber of Trade committee, 
said: “I get one response from 
customers: 'Lovely building, 
shame about the art.' 

“Everything in it is modem, 
with little notes by the side—I 
couldn't understand what 
anything was meant to be. I 
am sure the majority of 
people here do not recognise 
the art and do not understand 


it.’ 


The locals stick resolutely to 
a pride in the landscape 
tradition, “when sea looks like 
sea and rocks are the proper 
colour". Mr Morris remem¬ 
bers Wallis paying his tail at 
the bakery in paintings. "Ev¬ 
ery Monday morning, the 
baker would start his fire with 
one or two of the pictures—he 
didn't think they were much 


good and Alfred Wallis al¬ 
ways said he only painted to 
please himself." 

Hyman SegaL an artist 
who has worked in the town 
for 40 years and whose paint¬ 
ings and cartoons hang in the 
Sloop Inn. the pub favoured 
by local artists, is also unhap¬ 
py with the choice of work. A 
founding member of the 
Pen with Society, a major 
force in St Ives art during the 
fifties, he was not asked for an 
opinion on what to hang or 
invited to a preview. 

“The gallery must be a good 
thing because it is expanding 
the audience for art But if it is 
supposed to represent St Ives 
art. then it fiuis. I am con¬ 
stantly being asked why 1 am 
not in it, and my answer is 
simply that I have not been 
involved at all." 

Other painters and dealers 
who own the many small 
galleries and studios scattered 
up and down the winding 
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The verdict of visitors to the new gallery at St Ives is "lovely building 


streets behind foe-sea front 
are divided. Some are pleased 
that, if nothing else, the 
gallery has provoked the art 
community, reviving a debate 
reminiscent of the days when 
St Ives became a focus for 
worldwide artistic attention. 

Bob Devereux, of the 
Salthouse Gallery, maintains 
that the Tate is not attracting 
more art-lovers to St Ives but 
that holidaymakers enjoy it 
When tourists enter his gal¬ 
lery to ask directions to the 
Tale, he makes them look at 
the pictures on his walls. 


"Some of them come in. walk 
across the room diagonally to 
where I am standing and do 
not even look up ax the art 
Some of them laugh when I 
ask them to look at the work 
which is being made now, 
some of them hang their 
heads. Tourists are going to 
the Tate just because irs here, 
but they must realise that St 
Ives is not a cultural version 
of Blackpool” 

The new Tate has been an 
undoubted success in terms of 
visitors, attracting more than 
1.000 viewers a day. Michael 


Toobey, the curator, said dial 
many were coming “to see 
what ail the fuss was about", 
while others were genuinely 
interested. More than 70 per 
cent of those who have com¬ 
pleted comment forms at the 
end of their tours have done 
so in positive terms. Mr 
Toobey said. 

"We have never sought to 
say that we represent all 
Cornish art And in the future 
we want to see all artists 
working in and around St 
Ives exhibited. That is what 
will keep the gallery alive."

Theatre grant seen as 
Arts Council censure

COVENTRY'S Belgrade The¬ 
atre, one of the regional the¬ 
atres threatened with with¬ 
drawal of its Arts Council 
subsidy, received a large gov¬ 
ernment grant for bidding 
restoration yesterday. The 
move was seen as indicating 
disapproval by the Depart¬ 
ment of National Heritage for 
foe council's drama policy. 

The Belgrade wul receive 
£175,000 direct from foe heri¬ 
tage department to extend 
backstage facilities and build 
a full-size rehearsal room. If 
the theatre were to lose its 
£460,500 Arts Council grant it 
would have to scale down its 
work and foe rehearsal room 
would not be needed. 

The Arts Council drama 
panel will meet next week to 
consider a package of cuts to 
regional theatres. A hit list of 
ten theatres, which has ai- 
caused controversy 


within foe council and is 
thought to indude the Bel¬ 
grade, will be examined. 

One insider said that foe 
grant to the Belgrade exempli¬ 
fied “the right hand not know¬ 
ing what the left is doing. This 
smacks of the incompetence 
within foe funding system.” 

Announcing £2 million 
worth of grants to restore the¬ 
atre buildings, Peter Brooke, 
foe heritage secretary, said foe 
buildings were an important 
part of foe heritage. “British 
drama is second to none. 
These awards will enable our 
historic theatres,, as well as 
those which have been built 
more recently, to cany out 
what is in some cases urgent 
repair work and renovation." 

Mr Brooke is thought to be 
angry at foe Arts Council’s 
recent funding decisions giv- 
ing contemporary dance prior¬ 
ity over regional drama.

ONE of the most powerful 
tidal mills ever built and a 
budding wife a long and 
colourful history opens to fee 
public today, after three years 
of restoration. 

For fee first time since 
before the second world war. 
when rt ground its last cereals 
for gin making, viators to 
House Mill at Stratford, east 
London, built in 1776. win get 
a glimpse of a wooden archi¬ 
tecture echoing Nelson's flag¬ 
ship. Victory. The mill still 
sports gjant millstones and 
water wheels, some of winch 
stand 20ft high. 

Brian* Daubney, project 
consultant to fee Lower Lea 
Tidal Mill Trust, said yester¬ 
day: “Most tidal mills tended 
to produce five or ten horse¬ 
power but this produced 150 
horsepower. Its huge wheels 
were at fee point where the 
Thames pushes back fee 
River Lea and you could 
impound 57 acres of water. 

“When the tide goes out 
you were not just getting fee 
down-flow but also the pres¬ 
sure of the Lea behind. It 
meant you could run for eight 
hoars a day.” be said. The 
history of the miO, whose 


present structure straddles 
fee Medieval and early in¬ 
dustrial eras, dates back to 
the Romans. 

The area is mentioned in 
the Doomsday Book as sup¬ 
porting nine mills which, 
according to Mr Daubney. 
were almost certainly of 
Roman construction. The in¬ 
vaders had the necessary 
technology, lacked by fee 
Anglo-Saxons. 

Since 1989. when restora¬ 
tion began, the trust, with 
help from bodies such as 
Newham Councfl, English 
Heritage and the Passmore 
Edwards Museum as well as 
firms such as Bass 
Chamngton. have been bat¬ 
tling to raise funds. 

Mark Newland-Smith, 
project manager, said yester¬ 
day that by September, when 
phase two is completed, £1 
mini on will have been spent, 
much of which has been 
given by fee European Com¬ 
munity under a regional 
structural fond, and by the 
environment department's 
City Challenge scheme. A 
further £2 million is required 
if the building is to be fully 
restored.

No-one’s busier on your behalf 
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Judges thwart 
Rees-Mogg’s 
assault on 
Maastricht

THREE High Court judges 
yesterday dearly and unani¬ 
mously rejected Lord Ress- 
Mogg's contention that the 
government cannot lawfully 
ratify the Maastricht treaty 
because Parliament has not 
approved the social protocol. 

In a 35-minute judgment, 
they accused Lord Rees-Mogg 
of exaggeration in claiming 
that the issue was the most 
important constitutional case 
for 300 years and ordered him 
to pay costs, estimated at 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds. 

Lord Rees-Mogg said after¬ 
wards that he would read the 
22 -page judgment carefully 
before deciding whether to 
appeal. A provisional date of 
August 9 has been set. but he 
will have to hold discussions 
with his wealthy backers after 
the clear and unanimous 
judgment. 

In front of a packed court. 
Lord Justice Lloyd, the presid¬ 
ing judge, who was sitting 
with Lord Justice Mann ana 
Mr Justice Auld. swept aside 
Lord Rees-Mogg's three objec¬ 
tions to the government’s han¬ 
dling of the Maastricht treaty 
which were outlined on Mon¬ 
day by David Pannick QC. 

He had argued that by 
ratifying the treaty, the gov¬ 
ernment would be in breach of 
section b of the 1978 European 
Parliamentary Elections Act, 
because the social protocol 
would increase the powers of 
the European parliament. Mr 
Pannick said that although the 
treaty had been approved by 
Parliament, that did not in¬ 
clude the protocols, because 


they had been annexed to it. 
Lord Justice Lloyd said: “The 
protocols here are ancillary or 
incidental or suppiememary 
to the provisions of the treaty, 
and .. - ratification ... will 
automatically involve ratifica¬ 
tion of the protocols.” He said 
that iF Mr Pannick was cor¬ 
rect, all the protocols would 
have been "left hanging in the 
air*. 

“Without being able to ratify 
the protocols, the United King¬ 
dom would have been unable 
to ratify the treaty, and the 
whole exercise on which Par¬ 
liament was engaged would 
have been reduced to futility.” 
the judge said. 

In his second point. Mr 
Pannick said the government 
had no lawful prerogative to 
ratify the social protocol 
because it would alter the 
Treaty of Rome which, as a 
fundamental part of domestic 
law, required parliamentary 
approval. Lord Justice Lloyd 
said that he could not accept 
such a far-reaching argument 
“In our view, this possible 
indirect effect on domestic law 
is far too slender a basis on 
which to hold that Parliament 
has impliedly excluded or 
curtailed the Crown’s preroga¬ 
tive to alter or add to the 
Treaty of Rome.” 

In his final point. Mr 
Pannick said that the Crown 
had no lawful prerogative to 
transfer elements of Britain’s 
foreign and security policy to 
the European Community. 
Lord Justice Lloyd described 
this as the most interesting of 
Mr ftinnicks arguments, but 
the weakest The judges

agreed with Sydney Kentridge 
QC. counsel for Douglas 
Hurd, the foreign secretary, 
who had argued'that far from 
transferring prerogative pow¬ 
ers. the Crown was exercising 
those powers. “So far as we 
know, nobody has ever sug¬ 
gested that the charter of the 
United Nations, for example, 
or of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation, involves a 
transfer of prerogative pow¬ 
ers.” Lord Justice Lloyd said. 
“In Che last resort... it would 
presumably be open to the 


government to denounce the 
treaty." 

Overshadowing yesterday’s 
judgment was the recent 
warning by the Speaker, Betty 
Boothroyd. that the courts 
must not interfere with Parlia¬ 
ment's handling of the treaty. 
Lord Justice Lloyd said the 
issues of die case were within 
the sphere of judidal review, 
“as questions of policy are 
within the sphere of 
Parliament".

Customs 
stems new 
flow of 
EC drugs

CUSTOMS officers have dis¬ 
covered significantly more 
drugs being smu ggled into 
London airports from toe 
European Community since 
the single market removed 
internal borders at toe start of 
this year. 

In the first six months of this 
year, officers at Heathrow, 
Gatwick and Stansted made 
246 seizures of drugs with a 
street value of £12 million 
being smuggled on flights 
from EC airports. 

A spokesman said: “This 
shows it is not a single market 
for drug smugglers. It shows 
our bonier controls are still 
effective. There may also have 
been an dement of people 
trying it on to see if they could 
get away with it The big 
message is not only are we still 
there but they will be ca u g h t" 
In the financial year to 
April, drugs with a street 
value of £70.8 million were 
seized at the three airports, up 
from £57 2 million in 1991-2. 

During 1992-3, officers 
made 1.637 seizures amount¬ 
ing to 2829 kilos. The bulk of 
secures of class A drugs, such 
as cocaine, heroin, LSD and 
ecstasy, were made at Heath¬ 
row with 260, compared with 
162 at Gatwick and ten at 
Stansted. But different routes 
appear to be preferred for 
Hass B drugs, such as canna¬ 
bis and amphetamines — 634 
seizures at Gatwick. 508 at 
Heathrow and 63 at Sta nsted.

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Bosnians divided in 
rearguard action to 
improve peace deal

BOSNIA peace negotiators 
struggled last night to keep the 
Muslims at the negotiating 
table in Geneva as the toll in 
the Bosnian battlefield contin¬ 
ued to mount. 

Seven died and 30 were 
wounded in Sarajevo yester¬ 
day as shells hit die Bosnian 
capital, while commanders of 
the three Bosnian armies met 
to discuss truce terms. The 
carnage came hours after a 
Spanish UN soldier died and 
17 were wounded when their 
compound in southwest Bos¬ 
nia came under attack. 

First reports said the shell¬ 
ing of peacekeepers at 
Jablanica was conducted by 
Croat forces but may have 
been provoked by Muslim 
fighters deliberately moving 
into the area next to the 
Spanish base. In New York 
diplomats said the apparent 
Muslim tactic to draw incom¬ 
ing fire on to specific targets 
was not uncommon, some¬ 
thing that could seriously 
complicate UN efforts to re¬ 
taliate with air strikes against

those who launch attacks on 
peacekeepers. 

The assault came only five 
days after French forces in 
Sarajevo were attacked by 
Serb forces, an incident which 
provoked General Francis 
Briquemont, the UN com¬ 
mander in Bosnia, into threat¬ 
ening retaliation. Boutros 
Boutros Ghali, UN secretary- 
general. condemned the attack 
on the Spanish peacekeepers 
as a heinous crime and said it 
underlined the need for a 
political settlement to be 
reached at the Geneva talks. 
The Bosnia presidency was 
dangerously divided about a 
plan by Lord Owen and 
Thorvaki Stoitenberg, co- 
chairmen of the talks, for a 
union of three “united repub¬ 
lics" of Bosnia-Herzegovina. 
The bargaining descended 
into the realms of the bizarre 
when the title was amended to 


"union of constituent units", 
sources said. 

The proposal, seen as effect¬ 
ively the Scrb-Croat plan for a 
division along ethnic lines, 
provoked uproar in the dele¬ 
gation led by President 
Izetbegovic, the Muslim lead¬ 
er. and key amendments fol¬ 
lowed within hours. The 
presidency's delegation 
pounded tables and fretted 
Into the early hours of yester¬ 
day morning at the President 
Hotel in a sweltering Geneva. 

Mr Izetbegovic delayed the 
start of talks with Lord Owen 
and Mr Stoitenberg until after 
noon yesterday, as the presi¬ 
dency agonised over its pos¬ 
ition.

which the two countries entered 
after the second world war. What¬ 
ever happens to the ERM. the 
turbulence poses a stark question: 
are Fiance and Germany split over 
the future shape of Europe? 

The issue is muffled by the 
sofidtoos care with which flic 
French'and German ppiitirai class¬ 
es have cultivated a debate affi¬ 
ance between two states wtrich went 
to war with each other, three times 
in a century, then founded the EC 
in the 1950s. Rarely do the two 
governments criticise each other, 
and then only in code. Until this 
week it was not polfflcaSy correct 
for French journalists to express 


any feelings of betrayal at the 
German central bankers whose 
exchange-ralc decisions are suffo¬ 
cating the French economy. 

This week’s trauma has begun to 
dissolve that reticence. Even then 
the carping was mainly directed at 
foe stem monetary men at the 
Bundesbank in Frankfort 

For more than 30 years, France, 
the Benelux countries and Italy 
have been seeking ways to tighten 
the web of economic integration 
around Germany. Jacques Delons. 
French president of the European 
Commission and architect of Maas- 
trichfs single- currency plan, 
crowned his efforts in December 


1991 with a treaty which set 1999 as 
the latest date on which an inner 
core of EC states could merge then- 
monies. 

The scheme began to unravel as 
soon as ordinary voters digested its 
implications. Opinion polls find 
large majorities in Germany op¬ 
posed to the loss of the 
deutschmaric. Denmark's voters re¬ 
jected the treaty, and die ERM 
began to reflect dealers* doubts that 
the Maastricht timetable was feasi¬ 
ble. As last September's polls sug¬ 
gested that France might not ratify 

the treaty, a typhoon hit the 
currency grid and blew the British 
and Italian currencies right out 

Last February sources in Paris 
and Bonn suggested that whatever 
happened to the rest of the ERM. 
France and Germany would stick 
together and. if necessary, form a 
snap monetary union. Prolonged 
instability in the markets, these 
sources argued, could be stopped 
only by so doing. 


Returning from a trip to Bonn. 
Ren£ Monory, the veteran presi¬ 
dent of the French senate; an¬ 
nounced that Helmut Kohl, the 
German chancellor, wanted such a 
shotgun marriage of the franc and 
the mark within weeks. Although 
other currencies devalued, howev¬ 
er, the franc-mark parity in the 
ERM survived. 

Whispers of plans for instant 
monetary unions could stiD be 
heard this week, but only from 
French voices. A combination of 
strenuous opposition from the 
Bundesbank and a chilling of the 
German political climate has en¬ 
sured that fast-track union plans 
strike no echo in Germany. 

“I think that the French can¬ 
vassed this idea earlier in the year 
and the Germans basically told 
them to forget it," said one source at 
the EC last night With a German 
constitutional court case under way 
over Maastricht, Herr Kohl cannot 
risk tinkering with his central 


bank's independence. "Any mess¬ 
ing with the mark now will only 
hand votes to the far right" one 
observer said. 

If the ERM disintegrates, 
Germany mil want to rebuild it 
German exporters did well in the 
late 1980s by exploiting low infla¬ 
tion at home and steady currency 
convergence across northwest 
Europe. But the reconstruction will 
tell Europe whether there is any¬ 
thing left of the dream of economic 
and monetary union in this decade. 

The Bundesbank likes a system 
of fixed but flexible rates: it is 
content to see currencies evolve 
towards union but not to be shoved 
there by politicians. French govern¬ 
ments have endured the pain of 
ERM membership because at the 
end ties the great prize of shared 
control of Germany’s economy. If 
that vision slips out of view, will 
Paris want to co-operate a gain ?

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Vigilante friars mobilise 
to beat Italy’s bombers

IN ROME 

FRANCISCAN friars have 
formed vigilante squads to 
protect churches in Assisi 
against bombings, and ama¬ 
teur archaeologists have vol¬ 
unteered to guard ancient 
monuments in Rome as offici¬ 
als undertake a review of 
security at Italian museums 
and ruins to try to thwart the 
surge of cultural terrorism.

Natural parents 
win right to girl 

FROM Ben MACINTYRE IN NEW YORK 
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O n Monday morning 
the long aim of United 
States law will pluck two- 
ir-old Jessica DeBoer 
__m the only parents she 
has ever known, and hand 
her over to her biological 
mother and father. The 
Supreme Court ruled that 
the toddler, raised since 
birth by Roberta and Jan 
DeBoer of Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, legally belongs 
with her genetic parents. 

America has been en¬ 
thralled by the "Jessica 
Case" — a bitter battle for 
custody that has pitted foe 
rights of adoptive parents 
jainst those of natural 

parents. 

On February 8,1991 Cara 
Clausen, an unmarried fac¬ 
tory worker, gave birth to 
Jessica and immediately 
gave foe chfid up for adop¬ 
tion. The childless DeBoere 
began foe adoption process 
and baity Jessica soon 
moved, into their comfort¬ 
able middle-class home. 

Then Ms Clansen and 
foe child* natural father, 
pan Schmidt reunited, re¬ 
considered and changed 
their minds. Ms Clausen 
had named another man on 
Jessica's birth certificate; 
but when genetic tests 
proved Mr Schmidt was foe 
real father the adoption 
process was dedared void. 

But foe DeBoers refused 
to surrender the child. 


claiming that Mr Schmidt 
already had two other 
children by other mothers 
whom be ignored.

According 
to a senior politician in Beirut, 
the Israeli attack against the 
south had backfired It had 
consolidated the fragmented 
internal Lebanese front and 
brought the traditional adver¬ 
saries — the government of 
Rafik Hariri, the prime minis¬ 
ter, and “the Party of God” — 
closer together.

Israel continued to mount 
its air, sea and ground strikes 
against southern Lebanon yes¬ 
terday, inflicting more casual- 
lies and massive damage to 
property. On the sixth day of 
toe Israeli imKtaay campaign, 
hospitals reported-more than 
120 people killed and 570 
wounded. Witnesses said that 
whole villages like Jibchiet, 
which used to be a Hezbollah 
stronghold. Kafar Mfflri and 
Arabsafim were razed. Vast 
neighbourhoods in toe town of 
N abatiyeh were brought to the 
ground. 

The witnesses said that, 
under toe cover of darkness, 
Israel also moved SO. tanks 
and 600 infantry troops with 
truck", into toe town of Jezzine.

ne of the harshest book 
review I have ever read 
was published in The 
Washington Post this week. The 
headline was "Invented biogra¬ 
phy, steeped in star, and be¬ 
neath it the reviewer, Jonathan 
Yardley, had written of “a genuine¬ 
ly. unrelieved^ rotten book, one 
without a single redeeming virtue, 
an embarrassment that should 
bring nothing except shame to 
every one associated with ir. Some 
1,500 words later, Mr Yardley fired 
his final fusillade: the book, he 
said, was "a mockery of even the 
most minimal standards by which 
biography is written... Anyone 
foolish enough to buy it deserves 
the excruciating experience of 
reading it”. 

The bode Ln question is one for 
which the author was paid a repor¬ 
ted $2 million advance, and which 
has been expected to recoup much 
more than that from sales, maga¬ 
zine serialisation, and a television 


mini-series which is already being 
made by NBC. ft is by Joe McGin- 
niss. and it is called The Last 
Brother The Rise and Fall of 
Teddy Kennedy. Rushed prema¬ 
turely into die bookshops last 
weekend amid die heat of a raging 
controversy about its author's 
ethical and literary standards, it 
has not yet, so far as I can see. re¬ 
ceived a single favourable notice. 
The reviewer in The New York 
Times. Christopher Lehmann- 
Haupr. was less splenetic than Mr 
Yardley. but he too, described it as 
"awful" and accused McGinniss of 
scant respect for the truth. 

The charges against McGinniss 
are twofold: that he relied heavily, 
and without attribution on other 
books about the Kennedy family, 
especially William Manchester's 
The Death of a President (1967). 
and that having been cold-shoul¬ 
dered by Senator Kennedy and the 
whole Kennedy dan. he resorted to 
making up quotations and invent¬

ing droughts and attitudes that the 
Senator might have had. 

The furore started in June when 
the publishers. Simon & Schuster, 
sent out review copies of the bode 
to the press wife a curious note 
printed on the copyright pages 
‘The events and riroimstances 
described in The Last Brother 
have been extensively researched 
by toe author. Some thoughts and 
dialogue attributed to figures in 
the narrative were created by the 
author, based on such research 
and his knowledge of the relevant - 
people, places and events." Elabo¬ 
rating on tills, the president of 
Simon & Schuster, Carolyn Rady, 



described the book as a work of 
"interpretive biography" and said 
McGinniss had sometimes "used 
his imagination, based on his 
research, to infer a thought process 
or perhaps even a conversation in 
order to give the scene and what's 
going on its foil expression". 


Everybody immediately rifled 
through the book to find examples 
of this questionable technique, and 
they were there in abundance- On 
one occasion, McGinniss has Ted¬ 
dy Kennedy wandering whether to 
run for tie presidency after his 
brother BobbTs death in 1968.

How growth 
was sacrificed 
to dogma 


T he Bundesbank performed a 
noble service to its European 
partners in standing up for 
rts own national priorities on 
Thursday. Its derision to make no 
cut in interest rates, for the heinous 
reason that its domestic economy 
did not justify one. marked the end 
of a surreal period in Europe* 
history, during which economic 
realities have been buried by the 
often paranoid desires and ambi¬ 
tions of the political dasses. 

No objective critique has been 
allowed of the workings of the 
exchange-rate mechanism. Maas¬ 
tricht convergence criteria, the 
timetable for monetary union, the 
Alice in Wonderland topsy-tiirvi- 
ness of subordinating industry and 
people to wholly artificial semi¬ 
fixed exchange-rate parities in aid 
of the dream of European mone¬ 
tary union. 

Politicians in France and Den¬ 
mark have proceeded with their 
grand plans for EMU despite the' 
opposition of around half of their 
electorates. The British govern¬ 
ment. which never gave the people 
a chance to vote 
on Maastricht has 
forced through the 
bfll through at 
enormous oost to its 
own health and to 
the credibility of the 
democratic process. 

A confidence 
trick may work 
onoe. but not a sec¬ 
ond or a third time. 

It is probably, un¬ 
wittingly. to the 
credit of the Bun¬ 
desbank, allied to 
the enormous for- 
ces of the financial markets and 
rational investors around the 
world, that the game is finally up 
and Europe has a chance of build¬ 
ing for itself an economic policy 
worth the name. 

No one is suggesting a jingoistic 
return to the policies of the nation- 
stale at the cost of international 
partnership. What the markets will 
have achieved is to the collective 
good of Europe. 

Yet the drive towards European 
monetary and political union has 
been driven by a sense of history so 
visceral that even in the midst of 
market chaos it will be very hard to 
give up. 

Germany* desire to tie itself 
into a pact of political equals was 
born out of an intense desire not to 
be noticed, as the country* econ¬ 
omic dominance of the continent 
increased. The Germans’ main 
worry as the rest of the world cele¬ 
brated the fall of the Berlin Wall 
and the demise of communism was 
that the world outside would realise 
how powerful they had become. 
Only by being good Europeans and 
sharing political power would they 
be accepted, with their economic 
power intact. Given Germany’s 
history, reunification was just 
another potential embarrassment 
The French share the same bit¬ 
ter European history. For them. 
EMU has always been a way to 
limit the power of the Germans and 
ensure France a prominent place 
at the European polity table. Nei¬ 
ther country will willingly concede 
such strategic aims to those forces 
of economic sense always pejora¬ 
tively dismissed by European gov. 
emments as “speculative Anglo- 
Saxons* 

The problem for Europe is that 
the economics have changed be¬ 
yond recognition. The ERM was 
conceived at a tint? when inflation 
was the spectre that haunted 
Europe. BindingChrircurrenriesto 
the mark, the strength and stability 
of which reflected a proven history 
of low inflation, was a sensible 

decision for other good Europeans.

1 tentatively, the ERM could 
widen its bands considera¬ 
bly; but this, in the current 
dimate, would simply invite far¬ 
ther speculation, and would not 
secure the tower interest rates 
Europe needs.

the key to the whole project has

Despite all its 
dangers, the 
Matterhorn’s 
grandeur is 
irresistible 


T he Matterhorn is a danger¬ 
ous mountain. It must 
have killed more people 
than any other mountain 
on earth. Its ascent routes are lined 
with the graves, crosses and 
plaques of those who trifled with iL 
The gaulehers of European safety 
have yet to tame it. One is supposed 
to climb it only with a guide, but 
fools can try without I came to Zer¬ 
matt this month to see how far up 
the mountain I could get The ans¬ 
wer is roughly halfway—until ter¬ 
ror got the better of me. But thank 
_ todness nobody tried to stop me 
going fruitier. This column is in 
praise of the freedom to take risks. 

I can see why the Matterhorn ob¬ 
sesses mountaineers more than any 
other peak in Europe. Stand in the 
tiny square of Zermatt and its doo¬ 
red, twisted pyramid soars over- 
ad. a taunting challenge. There 
are no intermediate foothills, no 
excuse that it is “too far away for 
today”. The only antidote to don¬ 
ning boots and immediately hurl-. 
ing oneself at it is a visit to 
Zermatt's tiny English church and 
adjacent museum. Both are filled 
with memorials to British Alpinists 
worsted in combat with the moun¬ 
tain. Here is a frayed rope, here a 
boot that slipped, here a heroic 
guide dragged to his death. Ed¬ 
ward Whymper, the first man to 
climb the Matterhorn, in 1865, lost 
four of his party on the descent He 
never recovered from the shame. 
Almost every year somebody dies. 
The Swiss always say demons 
haunt the summit 
The proper way to climb the 
Matterhorn is through the Swiss 
Alpine Gub. Guides can be booked 
in Zermatt, and at £200 a day they 
do not come cheap. Understand¬ 
ably they will not take strangers to 
the peak without at least a week of 
acclimatisation and practice. With 
two lives at risk, they want evidence 
of mountaineering skilL The peak 
is often cloud-covered, so a commit¬ 
ment of time and money is needed 
for an ascent 1 was surprised to see 
a 1912 Baedeker describe the Mat¬ 
terhorn as “TKrt of im usual difficulty 
or danger climbing irons useful". 
There are some feed rapes, but 
one I saw was too like one of the 
tragic relics in the Zermatt muse¬ 
um for comfort. 

There are many ways of ascend¬ 
ing these Alps. When Mark Twain 
visited Zermatt in 1878, he pro¬ 
duced a hilarious satire, “Climbing 
the Rifiefiwg". Twain's notional 
party was composed of 198 persons, 
including four surgeons, three 
chaplains, four pastry cooks. 44 



At 4,477 m. the Matterhorn is the most famous of Swiss mountains; the country's answer to those who would belittle her 


muleteers, a botanist and a Latin¬ 
ist The guides found their way 
up by cunningly noting the stream 
of tourists coning down. When 
TVrain reached the (modest! Riffid- 
berg summit he was greeted with 
rounds of applause by assembled 
hotel guests. His proposed descent 
was by means of parachuting 
his party with umbrellas onto the 
great Gornergral glacier. He was 
frustrated to find he had forgotten 
a Bradshaw giving the time of 
the glacier* arrival at Zermatt — 
finally calculated as the summer of 
AD2J78. This was indeed “slower 
than the Ephesus to Smyrna 
railway". 

My approach to the Matterhorn 
was more that of Eric Newby in the 
Hindu Kush. My guide, the intrep¬ 
id Adrian “Iceaxe" Berry of 77ie 
Daily Telegraph, smokes two pack¬ 
ets of cigarettes a day, wails at 
glacier speed and screams with fear 
at any steep drop. But he has in his 
head tiie commissariat of every 
mountain hut in the southern Alps. 
With Mr Berry, our assault en¬ 
countered no danger. Ice steps were 
cut with precision, even where not 
needed. We were bidden to greet 
passing climbers with cries of“Got- 
terdammerung!" or “Donner und 
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BUtten!"-—even if they replied with 
“Have a nice day". At the Hfimfi 
hut, 3J60 m up the Matterhorn, we 
were met with vast mugs of beer 
and plates of rdstu 
Beyond Hdmli, the going gets 
tougher. The air thins, the heart 
pumps, humour wanes and the 
Matterhorn turns black and men¬ 
acing. I turned back above the first 
set of fixed ropes. Two German 
climbers dressed like Darth Vadar 
came fast down from the clouds 
above us, looking as if pursued by 
ghosts. A plaque near a statue of 
the Madonna is fixed to the nxk- 
face here pJeadig with cfonbers to 
go no further without experience 
and the right equipment It was 
placed there by the parents of an 
American climber killed at the 
spot it Is more effective than any 
health and safety warning.

With money fleeing to the safe 
havens of the dollar and die yen. millions ol 
European holidaymakers and investors 
have seen their plans thrown into disarray. 
Just as the weak always s uffer most in 
natural disasters, so they have taken die 
brunt in this supremely marmarip example. 

Meanwhile, in Europe’s chancelleries, 
where the blueprint for European monetary 
union which lies behind this chaos was 
drawn, all was studied eahn yesterday. One 
European commissioner, when asked about 
an emergency meeting of' the ERM^ 
monetary committee, told enquirersto “head 
for the beach". He was outdone by the 
French prime minister, Edouard Baliadur. 
Of Thursday’s decision' by the Bundesbank 
not to cut its key disoount rate, he said only 
that “today was a normal day". 

Mari e-Antoinette could not have dis¬ 
played more insouciance. But M Bahadur's 
problem'is not that he is out of touch with 
reality. It is rather is that the only actions 
which could decisively end die speculators', 
revolt—to die Deutschmark float to float 
the franc, or to accept a “temporary" sus¬ 
pension of the EiiMitsdf-r are the ones he 
has set; his. face publicly and repeatedly 
against M Balladur was thus reduced to 
elegant blackmail: his oblique appeals to 
“the goodwill of each and every one" meant 
simply,4hat the Bundesbank had erected the 
guillotmb — and must now rescue the victim 
from execotfon.

Its government has seemed reckless 
of foe damage to its reserves, to. its 
increasingly fragile banking .system, to its 
industries and to its workforce. 

- In any battie between “political will" and 
free capital markets, alas for political will. 
Yesterday's show of strength by all the ERM 
central batiks cost their taxpayers at least 
$30 trillion. But foe huge sums were paltry 
try the lights of . foreign exchange markets 
which routinely trade $1000 trillion a day. 

'With the ERM now beyond the point 
where a general realignment could provide 
more than a short breathing space, even 
within broader bands, betrayal is foe word 
on Frenchmen's Bps. They should instead be 
grateful to the Bundesbank- M Balladur is 
right that since French inflation is less than 
. half than Germany's and its industries are 
currently more competitive on costs, eco¬ 
nomic factors do not justify a run on the 
franc. But he will not accept the logical 
conclusion that the ERM system itself must 
then be rotten.The problem is not exchange- 
rates: it is that foe astronomical real interest 
rates which have been required to protect 
them are destroying the real economies of 
Germany's ERM partners. The speculators 
have simply done the political arithmetic. 

The way both to save the francfort and to 
have the lower interest rates that Fiance so 
desperately needs is to float the currency. It 
will eventually float upwards, as sterling has 
since September. If foe ERM is suspended 
the French and other ERM governments 
will have to explain to their voters, as 
Britain's has Had to do. why the lost war for 
fixed parities was worth years of sacrifice.

Politics need not be the language of despair

. which are a feature of every fin des£de. the 
; Governor of Hong Kong took heart from the 
advance of freedom around foe world. “On 
. every, continent, in nearfy every land." he 
said/“hope is turningonthe lights""' " 

For a man engaged-in sensitive negotia¬ 
tions with China to challenge the human' 

. rights record of Asian countries was bold 
i indeed. Mr Patten was right to attacKthe 
- "claim — revived at foe United Nations 
. human rights - conference' in Vienna last 
month — that economic necessity justifies 
the denial of basic political rights. Yet foe 
most striking feature of his speech wasnot 
its political message but foe breadth of its 
■ vision. It ranged from hope to freedom to 
suffering to the nature of humanity without. 
strayingintofoe language of hqmfly; it tiled 
Housman. Popper, Havel and De Tocqp: 
vilie without bang ostentatious or bookish. 
Too rarefy do- modem politicians display 
such dignified erudition; too rarefy do they 
explore foe power of politics to turn 
abstraction into reality. -- ■ • S, 

In its learning and philosophical range, 1 
; Mr Patten’s speech stood in a humanistic, 
tradition which stretches back to the Ren-..;.' 
aissance belief that intellect and .foe vita ’ 
fletiva are not 'only compatible but cohl- 
^plementary. When; Vaclav Havel became 
•president of Czechoslovakia and Mario 


Vargas liosa ran for foe presidency in Peru, 
it was said by many that a man of letters 
could never run for high office in this count¬ 
ry. Yet it is only recently that the humanistic 
tradition in British politics has withered. 

Churchill’s fame as a historian and 
befletrist is assured; but it.is too easily 
forgotten foat Macmillan’s grasp of ancient 
history was excellent or that Enoch Powell 
was one of the outstanding classical scholars 
ofhis generation—better even than Quintin 
Hogg. Lord Jenkins is as happy discoursing 
on John HeriryNewraan as he is defending 
his political -career. But the gentleman- 
amateur has given way to foe over-worked 
technocrat The generation of politicians foal 
followed Lord Jenkins and his contemporar¬ 
ies has been much less inclined to mix 
learning and philosophy with the in¬ 
creasingly technical _■ business of gov¬ 
ernment 

It is in a nation’s interests that its leaders 
: have time- away from their red boxes to 
develop what Lord Healey calls the “hinter¬ 
land" of cuiture.and experience outside 
.. political life. The pressure upon politicians 
to speak ;in recyclable soundbites has 
discouraged thoughtful oratory. There are 
, scant opportunities for ministers of the 
intellectual calibre of Michael Portillo, John 
; Ratted and Malcolm. Rifkind id turn their 
: rhetorical powers to-matters greater even 
:than;afiairs of stave. But it need not be so. A 
•wise voice amid the clamour of failure and 
• doubt, Mr Patten has shown how rich foe 
-. rewards of adventure can be.

Sir. Sir Louis Bloat-Cooper argues 
(letter. July 21) that, instead of Run- 
riman’s recommendation that an 
independent Criminal Cases Review 
Authority (CCRA) be set up to con¬ 
sider alleged miscarriages or justice, it 
would be "simpler and preferable" 
dial the Court of Appeal itself investi¬ 
gate and deride whether to grant leave 
to appeal 

Simpler it may be. but God forbid 
such a proposal. It ignores foe notor¬ 
ious record of the Court of Appeal in 
its handling of references in such 
cases — one need only rite the Coop¬ 
er/McMahon and Birmingham Six 
cases for starters. 

Admittedly the court, shocked by 
recent revelations, appears to have 
turned over a new leaf and would be 
less likely to reject cases if adequately 
staffed by investigators. But Sir Louis' 
proposal would throw out one of the 
strengths of Run Oman’s recom¬ 
mendations, a body independent of 
both executive and judiciary, and 
would graft an inquisitorial role onto 
an adversarial system. 


Nor ooukl the public have con¬ 
fidence in foe court acting in three 
conflicting roles — inquisitor, pros¬ 
ecutor and judge — as Rurictman 
rightly argues. 

Besides which, foe task of foe in¬ 
vestigator is by no means “essentially 
judicial". It is to collate all the evi¬ 
dence and arguments, however judi¬ 
cially persuasive they may be. It is for 
the court then to evaluate the mater¬ 
ial. If it is left to the lawyers, albeii 
serving the court rather than the 
home secretary, to deride on the 
evidence to be presented to the court, 
we would be no better off than we are 
now. 

On one point Sir Louis is surdy 
right. The CCRA must be made 
accountable by being subject to ju¬ 
dicial review. If this requires it to set 
specific criteria, so be it

Sir. Professor Michael Zander (letter, 
July 16) showed that quantitatively, 
removal of a defendant’s right to elect 
trial in dther-way cases would re¬ 
move only 5 per cent of trials from the 
Crown court The removal of this 
right has also little qualitative effect 
for foe following reasons. 

A person convicted by a jury has 
limited avenues of appeal There must 
be a misdirection by the judge or an 
error in admitting certain evidence, or 
the whole case must create a feeling in 
foe appeal court that the conviction is 


unsafe or unsatisfactory. Further, it 
w£D be rare far the appeal court to 
permit additional evidence. 

It is far otherwise if the initial 
conviction is before a magistrates’ 
court. An erroneous decision an law 
or evidence may lead to appeal to foe 
Grown court or to the divisional court. 
But in addition there is a broad, open 
road to the Crown court, on the basis 
foal "die conviction is against foe 
weight of the evidence” No leave is 
required. There is a re-hearing; addi¬ 
tional evidence may be called as of 
right, witnesses may be dropped as of 
right 

The Crown court, when sitting on 
appeals, is composed of two mag¬ 
istrates and a circuit judge or a senior 
recorder. 

The safeguards against wrongful 
conviction not remedied on appeal are 
therefore at least as great and may 
well be greater where trial takes place 
in the magistrates’ court.

A cure for truancy? 

From Mrs Mair Roberts 
Sir, The school holidays now upon us 
seem a good opportunity to reflect on 
truancy. Boredom and apathy, lead¬ 
ing to truancy, are found in varying 
degrees in most secondary schools. 
Like all communal attitudes they are 
contagious and self-perpetuating. 

Pupils endowed with foe ability to 
cope readily with a four-year GCSE 
course are compelled, under the pres¬ 
ent system, to spend an unnecessary 
extra year. 

The less able are cheated of a viable 
final year of secondary education by 
foe exigencies of a five-year examina¬ 
tion course arbitrarily timed to co¬ 
incide with the raising erf the statutory 
school-leaving age to 16. but still 
inadequately structured to meet their 
needs. 

A shorter four-year GCSE course 
for all ability groups would ensure a 
more rigorous approach to tea dung, 
essential if interest is to be sustained 
over a prolonged period. Secondary 
schools would be smaller and truancy 
more easily spotted. Assessment of its 
causes could be ascertained and 
individual correctives applied. 


A four-year secondary stage would 
be followed by a three-year tertiary 
stage. The extra year would meet foe 
universally acknowledged need to 
broaden the sixth-form curriculum, 
without lowering A-level standards by 
attempting to do this within the 
present two-year sixth-form course. It 
would ensure a vocationally oriented 
post-GCSE course for pupils thinking 
of leaving at 16. It would give them foe 
option of pursuing tertiary courses 
which could be carried on in foe 
second and third years. 

Direct access to information on 
these courses might well prove the 
incentive needed to encourage more 
16-year-olds to stay on in education. 

In 1981 the Labour party's proposals 
for a national system of tertiary 
education were rejected because of 
their political incompatibility with the 
party’s championship of local govern¬ 
ment autonomy. Professional self- 
interest in retaining foe status quo has 
proved another obstacle to progress.

Boomerangs make a well-aimed comeback 


By James Iandale 

NATIVE Australians once used the 
boomerang as a weapon against the 
English. These days they use the cricket 
bat but if the touring Ashes side wants to 
beat the England team even more 
emphatically, it will find a well stocked 
armoury at the Festival Hall where more 
than 200 Aboriginal boomerangs are on 
show in an exhibition of early Australian 
life. 

Despite popular mythology, few boo¬ 
merangs were designed to return to the 
thrower. Most were simple “throwing 


sticks”, weapons used to kfil both man 
and beast Those which did return to the 
thrower were used to imitate a bird of 
prey and so force a flock of birds down 
into nets or to within range of hunters. 
They were also used simply for fun. 

Boomerangs dale back some 10.000 
years and come in all shapes and sizes; 
short, long, hooked and even crossed. 
Many are wooden but they can be made 
from plastic, bakelite, glass and even 
metal- The best mix. apparently, is 
compressed linen and resin. 

Aboriginals held duels, dug holes, 
scared birds, ran competitions, conduct¬ 


ed ceremonies and even made music with 
them. If ever early man had a Swiss 
Army knife, this was it 

The British Boomerang Society, which 
replaced the purposefully named Society 
for the Promotion and Avoidance of 
Boomerangs, was founded 14 years ago. 
With 80 members, it is bigger than its 
Aust ralian equivalent Members com¬ 
pete for accuracy, distance thrown, 
longest time aloft how dose the boomer¬ 
ang returns to the thrower and how 
many they can "juggle" in the air at one 
time

LORD CRAIGTON

lord Craiaon, CBE, PC, 
Minister of State, Scottish 
Office, 1959-64, and as lack 
Nixon Browne, former 
CtuservafiwMPfn-fbeGovan 
and Craigton tfivioong of 
Glasgow, died on July 28 aged 
SS. He was bom on Sepiember 
3.1904-

THOUGH a thorough-going En¬ 
glishman in birth and background, ft 
fell to Jack Nixon Browne’s lot to- 
serve in both the Commons and the 
Lords north of the Scottish border, 
where be had developed business 
interests before the war. His was a 
reticent career and he never had any 
desire to cut a great public figure. In 
the Lords he made more of an 
impact, perhaps, than he had in the 
Commons,where he sat as Conserva¬ 
tive member for Glasgow Govan. 
1950-55, and for Glasgow Craigton, 
1955-59. In later life be was active in 
conservation issues and did much 
useful work on committees and 
organisations at a time before such 
matters were the. burning issues they 
are today. 

His elevation to the peerage as 
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his defeat in the general election 
1959 caused a storm of protest from 
the liberal Party which described it 
as “an affront To democracy". But the 
new peer went on to have a useful 
career of service to' Scotland as 
Minister of State. Scottish Office. He 
exerted himself particularly in trying 
to improve Scotland’s trading pos¬ 
ition abroad, notably in Europe, 
where in particular, he frit that 
topographically similar countries 
such as Austria and Swedenntightbe 
exploited as markets for Scottish 
products ranging from knitwear and 
whisky to heavy machinery. 

Jack Nixon Browne Browne was 
bom at Rugby and educated al 



. Cheltenham College. He went into 
business as an electrical equipment 
supplier and insurance broker and 
b ecame rfir prtor and rhgtrman Of 
several companies- He developed 
strong business links with Glasgow 
and was. at the same time, an 
executive member of tire Westminster 
Chamber of Commerce for a number 
of years before becoming chairman 
after the war. 

In August 1939, with war immi¬ 
nent. he • volunteered as an 
-aircraftsman in the RAF and was 


attached to No 945 Auxiliary Balloon 
Squadron. He showed much ability 
as an organiser and administrator, 
and was transferred to the Organis¬ 
ation Branch of Balloon Command 
Headquarters. By 1945 he had 
reached the rank of group captain 
and was appointed CBE. 

His first parliamentary contest 
was in 1945. when he unsuccessfully 
stood for the Govan division of 
Glasgow, being thoroughly trounced 
by the socialist candidate in the year 
of the Labour landslide. But he stood 


again at the genera] election of 
Rbruaiy 1950 and his winning of the 
seat by a majority of 373 votes in a 
four-cornered fight was one of the 
surprises of the election. For the 
- previous 31 years the local MP had 
been a well-known socialist Neil 
Maclean, an organiser for the Scot¬ 
tish Wholesale Co-operative Society. 

In October 1951 Browne held this 
seat this time with a majority of 241 
in a straight fight. Before the next 
contest came round the boundaries of 
the constituency were revised, and it 
was re-named Craigton. Neverthe¬ 
less, Browne held it by a majority of 
210, again in a straight fight with 
Labour. 

He had twice fought municipal 
seats in Glasgow before the war, and 
had made a special study of social 
conditions in that and other highly 
industrialised cities. This experience 
proved invaluable when James Stu¬ 
art, the Secretary of Slate for Scot¬ 
land, appointed him as his 
Parliamentary Private Secretary in 
1952. Browne held this appointment 
until 1955, when he was given office 
as Joint Under-Secretary for Scot¬ 
land. His duties included Scottish 
health, housing, local government 
and planning. 

At the general election of October 
1959 Craigton was one of the Conser¬ 
vative mar ginal seats, and with the 
political tide in Glasgow and Scot¬ 
land flowing against his party. 
Browne’s defeat by 602votes came as 
no surprise. 

Meanwhile; Lord Forbes, who had 
been Minister of State at the Scottish 
office, had announced that he did not 
wish to continue in office after the 
genera] election. The prime minister, 
Harold MaanQlan. appointed 
Browne as Lord Forbes’s successor, 
granting him a life peerage at the 
same time. Besides his interest in 
improving Scotland's position 


abroad the new Lord Criagton was 
energeric in a campaign which was 
dear tg his hean — fair rents for the 
Scottish people. 

He maintained a broad range of 
interests: in 1965 he wrote a textbook 
on parliamentary procedure intend¬ 
ed as a “handy guide" for individuals 
who wanted to get a bill considered. 
Conservation was another of his 
concerns and in 1972 he was made 
chairman of the Council for Environ¬ 
mental Conservation which had been 
set up in 1969 to co-ordinate the 
activities of conservationist organ¬ 
isations such as the National Trust- 
He remained chairman until 1983. 
He was also chairman of the AD 
Party Conservation Group of both 
Houses of Parliament. 

In 1974 Craigton came into the 
public eye when he was called as a 
witness in the Pouison corruption 
trial at Leeds Crown Court. In 
evidence he said that William George 
Pottifiger. the senior civil servant 
accused of corruption, had put him¬ 
self in the wrong from the beginning 
by accepting gifts from John Pouison. 
Craigton described Porringer's con¬ 
duct as "highly improper". 

Craigton was chairman of the 
Federation of Zoological Gardens. 
1975-81. and a vice-president of the 
World Wildlife Fund (British Nat¬ 
ional Appeal), in 1980 he introduced 
a private members bin, which be¬ 
came an aa. calling for the compul- 
soty licensing of zoos; 75 per cent of 
private animal collections, he 
claimed, ought to be closed 
immediately. 

Craigton was chairman of United 
Biscuits (Holdings) from 1967 to 1972 
and in retirement from that post was 
a highly active president of the 
CommeraaJ Travellers’ Benevolent 
Institution. 

He leaves his widow Eileen and a 
son from a previous marriage.

Vincent Joseph Scharier, 
an American chemist who 
invented the process of 


rain and snow, died, in 
. New York on Jnty25aged 
87. He was bora on July 
4,1906. 


MAN’S age-old dream of con¬ 
trolling me weather almost 
came to pass on November 13, 
1946. when Vincent Schaefer 
scattered dry ke pellets from 
an aircraft into a stratus cloud 
at 14.000 feet and snow began 
to fall True; it evaporated 
before it readied the ground, 
but subsequent experiments 
were more successful • 

- Schaefer, a research asso¬ 
ciate working for the General 
Electric Company who had 
left.schori at the age of 16. to 
help support his family, sud¬ 
denly found himself at the 
centre otworidwide publicity. 

The. possibilities seemed 
enormous. Cloud-seeding was 
hailed a* a means of ending 
droughts, controlling storms, 
fighting forest fires, and even 
ensuring a white Christinas. 
Schaefer, a keen skier, looked 
forward to producing reliably 
covered slopes. 

Then came the snags. Farm¬ 
ers in the western United. 
States who began to seed 
clouds in an effort to stave off 
seasonal droughts found 
tfaemsehtes accused of stealing 
the rain which might other¬ 
wise have fallen somewhere 
else. The lawyers argued over 
legal ownership of the waterin 
a cloud, and there were com- 
pfainte about the disruption. of 
normal weather patterns. 
Tfecfanicalfy. too. Schaefer dis¬ 
covered practical difficulties . 

Although seeding, the right 
type ofdoud would produce 


precipitation it was, he said, 
"difficult to afoi a cloud". 

The technique, later refined 
with the use of silver iodide 
crystals instead of dry ice, is 
stffl used in some countries to 
make rain and to disperse 
clouds over airports, but the 
hoped-for potential has never 
been realised. ... 

- 'Vincent Schaefer began his 
working life as a tree sutgeon 
—the only subject in whim he 
received any formal educa¬ 
tion. although he was later to 
publish more than 300 scien¬ 
tific papers, and to became 
"founder and director of the 
Atmospheric Sciences Re¬ 
search Centre at the State 
Untverstty of New York, "if f 
found anything, its most like¬ 
ly because I- didn’t know 
better* he once said. 

' It was this knack for sim¬ 
plicity that first drew him to 
the attention of Irving Lang¬ 
muir, the Nobel laureate phys¬ 
icist, who was working for 
General Electric in the pre- 
war years. • . 

Schaefer, wbo had become a 
General Electric apprentice 
and was working as a model 
maker in tile firm’s laborato¬ 
ry, so impressed Langmuir 
wth the quality of his work 
that he baame the scientist's 
research assistant and 


The cloud-seeding idea 
sprang from Schaefer's war- 
rime research efforts.: - 
hi a bid to find ways of 
preventing supercooled drop¬ 
lets in high clouds from form¬ 
ing dangerous ice on aircraft 
wings, he proposed blasting 
holes through the clouds with 
cmnpressed carbon dioxide 
bullets.

JAMES CONNOLLY 


James Connolly, 
wartime Assistant 
Director of Aircraft 
Production and first 
professor of Aircraft 
Economics and 
Production at the 
Cranfidd College of 
Aeronautics, died in 
London on July 21 aged 
85. He was bora in 
Sydney on October 24 
1907. 


IT WAS a degree thesis on the 
design of an advanced fighter 
plane, written as early as 1930. 
that brought James Connolly 
from Sydney to Britain ro 
work on the development of 
the Hawker Hurricane. 
Connolly's theories interested 
Sir Sydney Camm, Hawkert 
chief designer, and die result¬ 
ing correspondence between 
the two men led to an open- 
ended invitation to Connolly. 
After a spell at Hawker. 
ConnoOy was involved in the 
development of a number of 
aircraft types at the Ministry 
of Aircraft Production during 
the war. 

Afterwards he held the first 
chair of aircraft economics 
and production at rite 
Cranfield College of Aeronau¬ 
tics from 1948 to 1955 and he 
also founded the Sundridge 
Park Management Centre. 

James Valentine Connolly 
was educated at St Alqysius 
College, Melbourne. At 16 he 
began a long correspondence 
withC. G. Grey, editor of The 
Aeroplane magazine in 
London — to the considerable 
benefit of early airmail ser¬ 
vices. 

From school Connolly went 
on to the Royal Australian Air 
Force base at Mount Cook to 
gain his pilot's wings in De-

cerober 1925. The following! 
year he entered Sydney Univ¬ 
ersity as-an engineering stu¬ 
dent, as a pilot with the 
Australian- Citizen Air Force 
and as a member of the 
Australian branch of the Insti¬ 
tution of Aeronautical Engi¬ 
neers of the UK At the 
university gliding dub he led 
an undergratuate team in the 
design, building and flying of 
a training glider of which he 
was both test pitot and flying 
instructor. 

In 1930 he gained a civil 
engineering degree and the 
Geoffrey Sullraan Prize for 
Aeronautics for a thesis on the 
design of a light fighter mono- 
plane of advanced stressed- 
skin construction. Its details, 
published in the journal of the 
Australian Institute of Engi¬ 
neers, led to a correspondence 
with Sir Sydney Camm and 
an invitation to join the Hawk¬ 
er design team when he could 
get himself to England. 

By then Connolly had joined 
the small Turgan Aircraft 
Company and become secre¬ 
tary of the Australian branch 
of the Royal Aeronautical Soci¬ 
ety. 
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In 1935 he sailed for 
England as “13th engineer" 
aboard a small P & O steamer, 
and on arrival he took up with 
Hawker the promised staff 
appointment on the develop¬ 
ment of the new Hurricane 
fighter. 

In 1936. further to widen his 
experience, Connolly joined 
the small British Aircraft 
Manufacturing Company 
under the veteran George 
Handasyde to work on the 
Double Eagle twin-engine 
monoplane. In 1937 he moved 
on to join the Accident Investi¬ 
gation Branch of the Air 
Ministry whence, from July 
1938 he was appointed to be 
technical assistant to Dr Har¬ 
old Roxbee-Cox (now Lord 
Kings Norton) at the newly 
formed Air Registration 
Board. 

With the outbreak of war 
Connolly went with Roxbee- 
Cox first to the Royal Aircraft 
Establishment at Farnbor- 
ough and then, in 194). to the 
Ministry of Aircraft Produc¬ 
tion as Assistant Director of 
Aircraft Production. As such 
he had special responsibility 
for rite de Havilland Mosquito 
fighter-bomber and subse¬ 
quently for the Handley Page 
Halifax heavy bomber. 

In 1946 Connolly was sec¬ 
onded by the Minister of 
Supply to the government of 
India to help with the develop¬ 
ment of the Hindustan HT-2 
monoplane trainer and the 
building of the DH Vampire 
jet fighter under licence at 
Bangalore. 

In 1947 he was seconded to 
the new Cranfield College of 
Aeronautics as Reader in air¬ 
craft economics. In 1948 this 
became the chair in aircraft 
economics and production. 
Connolly held the professor¬ 


ship for the next eight years. 

In 1955 Connolly accepted 
an invitation from Earnest 
Button, chairman of Person¬ 
nel Administration (PA j Ltd to 
set up. as an educational trust, 
the Sundridge Park Manage¬ 
ment Centre. Connolly be¬ 
came its principal and 
governor. With success, the 
initial programme of eight 
three-week courses a year was 
much expanded in 1963. 

Connolly retired from 
Sundridge in 1968 at the age of 
61 to become a board member 
of North wood Metric Services 
Limited and a partner in 
Potycon Building industry 
Consultants — both engaged 
in converting leading manu¬ 
facturing companies in the 
UK. the USA and Canada to 
the metric system. In 1971 
Connolly went to Mauritius as 
a United Nations Industrial 
Development Organisation 
(Unido) consultant to the is¬ 
land’s government on the con¬ 
version of an archaic 
combination of early British, 
French and African systems to 
comprehensive, up to date, 
metrication. Latterly, he acted 
as a consultant to the Institute 
of Production Engineers on 
special projects including re¬ 
search and development. 

Throughout his life 
Connolly was an accom¬ 
plished and prolific writer on 
production engineering, ad¬ 
ministration and manage¬ 
ment subjects. He ranged also 
into biochemistry and aviation 
history. He was in the process 
of reviewing a book for the 
Royal Aeronautical Society 
when he died of a heart attack 
following an operation for a 
perforata! ulcer. 

He is survived by his wife 
Margaret and by their son 
and daughter. * 


SYBIL SMITH 


Sybil Smith, riding 
mistress, died in 
HolyporL Berkshire, on 
July 26 aged 91. She was 
bora in London in 1902. 


SYBIL SMITH, first riding 
mistress to the Prince of Wales 
and the Princess Royal, was 
very much a one-off character 
in the equestrian world. Confi¬ 
dence. good manners, safety 
and elegance were demanded 
by her from both pupil and 
horse, and Smith never con¬ 
sidered the latter to be a dumb 
beast 

Once when she was judging 
stallions at the Duke of Rich¬ 
mond’s indoor riding school at 
Goodwood, some of the horses 
began to rear up, and the 
rebelliousness spread. “Be¬ 
have!*’. Smith called out in a 
firm voice. The horses took 
one look at the formidable 
woman and unanimously de¬ 
cided to calm down. 

The elegance in the saddle 
which she demanded from 
riders was achieved with some 
effort. In order to cultivate 
ramrod straight posture, pu¬ 
pils rode with their riding 
whips across their backs, held 
in place behind their elbows. It 
could be excruciatingly 
painful. 

Smith relished her pupils’ 
success in competitive riding. 
Her biggest thrill was when, 
in 1971, the Princess Royal won 
the European Horse Trial 
thre^day championship on a 
horse. Doublet bred by the 
Queen. People who have 
watched Prince Charles and 
the Princess Anne ride, over 
the years, say that his confi¬ 
dence in the hunting field and 
hers in eventing and in steeple 
chasing was instilled from 
those early lessons with 
Smith. Tile Princess Royal 
recalled: There was a large 
grey oob ridden by Miss Smith 
and two rather small grey 
ponies ridden by Charles and 
me on either side.” Both 
ponies were linked to Smith’s 
hands by leading reins as a 
safety measure. 

Riding was in the blood for 
Smith. Her mother taught the 
art of side-saddle riding and 
showed horses with some 
success. Her father. Horace 
Dqyan-Smith. rode his own 
hunters to win at the top 
shows and also drove a coach- 
and-four in competition and in 
Hyde Raric. 

Doyan-Smith had founded 
a large school in Cadogan 
Lane near Belgrave Square 
before the second world war. 



During the 1930s. he and his 
daughter taught the Queen 
and Princess Margaret to ride 
as well as visiting film stars 
who rode in Rotten Row. But 
the school was too badly 
damaged during the Blitz to 
continue on that site, and was 
later re-established at 
Holyport near Maidenhead. 

By the age of 20 Sybil Smith 
was winning at the Royal 
International Horse Show and 
driving a pair to an elegant 
carriage, but it was her dis¬ 
plays in the provinces during 
the riding school classes at the 
big summer shows that 
brought her widespread re¬ 
nown as a teacher and attract¬ 
ed thousands of pupils from 
aristocratic families. 

Princess Alexandra, the 
Duke of Kent and Prince 
Michael all began their eques¬ 
trian training at Holyport and 
the Queen had a special 
affection for the woman who 
taught her children to enjoy 
her own favourite hobby. 

Smith carried on being 
“Miss Smith" to former pupils 
long after their grandchildren 
had come to learn. Her 
approval was sought on many 
things and sometimes given 
without being sought One 
side-saddle nder brought a 
boyfriend to help with her 
lesson. He replaced the jumps 
when they were knocked 
down, altered her stirrup 
leathers and generally made 
himself useful. Smith noted, 
and advised: “You ought to 
many that young man. He's 
got beautiful manners. He’s 
been very well trained." The 
girl did. 

Smith herself never 
married. 


ROWAN BENTALL 


Rowan Bentafl. DL 
President of Benlalls. the 
department store group 
based in Kingston upon 
Thames, died on July 24 
aged 81. He was bora in 
Surbiton on November 
27,1911. 


ROWAN BENTALL was the 
third generation of Ben tails to 
head the family business. The 
famous flagship Kingston de¬ 
partment store — something 
of a suburban Harrods — was 
founded in 1867 by his grand¬ 
father, Frank Bentall, as a 
small drapery business, and 
the impressive facade was 
added in the 1930s. 

Behind it almost everything 
has changed, but the group is 
still family-run. Rowan 
Bentall was chairman from 
1968 to 1978. succeeding his 
brother Gerald. He worked 
for Bentalls for over 60 years 
and published a book about 
the history of the firm — My 
Store of Memories — in 1974. 

Rowan Bentall went to East¬ 
bourne College and worked at 
Harrods for a year, before 
bring posted behind the 
counter at Kingston. Six years 
larer he became a member of 
the board. 

On the outbreak of the 
second world war. he joined 
the Army as a private in the 
East Surrey Regiment Later 
he was commissioned in the 
Royal Welch Fusiliers, and 
served with the Eighth Army 
in North Africa. Sicily and 
Italy, before landing with the 



first assault on D-Day at 
Normandy. 

On his return to Kingston 
he was made merchandise 
director of the store. Bentall 
enjoyed organising promo¬ 
tions, and his flair led to some 
memorable events, including 
“Italy in Kingston" in 1955. 
and “Friendly Finland", in 
1976. which helped British 
Aerospace win a lucrative 
contract for the Hawk aircraft. 

In 1968 Bentall was made 
chairman of the group. He 
saw turnover more than dou¬ 
ble during his period in office 
and added a new store at 
Bracknell to the growing 
Bentalls empire. 

In 1937 he married Adelia 
Hawes, who died in 19S6. He 
is survived by their two 
daughters and three sons, the 
eldest of whom. Edward, is the 
present chairman of Bentalls.

: Ptedro Solbes. Spain’s eco¬ 
nomics minister, favoured 
some form of contact between 
central banks this weekend 
**so as to start on Monday in 
different conditions to the ones 
we have dosed the markets 
with today". He said: "We are 
all aware of the problems we 
face, not only from foe point of 
view of the currencies but also 
of the nature of the system 
itself and whether it can sur¬ 
vive.’' However. Philippe 
Maystadt, Belgium's finance 
minister, was not aware of 


Belgium's representatives on 
the European monetary com¬ 
mittee having received invita¬ 
tions for a meeting this 
weekend. 

Edouard Bahadur. France's 
prune minister, said at lunch¬ 
time that ERM rules were 
working well. Asked whether 
the rules could be applied for 
long, he replied: “That de¬ 
pends on die goodwill of each 
and everyone." 

There appeared to be little of 
that at the end of a trading day 
which, by overwhelming con¬ 
sensus. proved that the ERM 
in its current form was fin¬ 
ished. One banker said: “At 
the end of the day, it was great 
white sharks feeding. The 


markets think they have final¬ 
ly got the system." John Hall 
of Swiss Bank said: There is 
an increased chance that the 
system will be readjusted in 
sane way. The crux of the 
matter is that interest rates are 
coming down around 
Europe." 

The only doubt in a day that 
saw markets winning against 
enormous central bank inter¬ 
vention came amid rumours 
that the Bundesbank was pre¬ 
paring to cut the discount rate 
after afl. Yesterday morning, 
tiie Bundesbank announced it 
would not attempt to prevent a 
fall in money market interest 
rates, even if they fell below 
foe 6.75 per cent discount rate. 

This left the markets unim¬ 
pressed and intense pressure 
remained until the official 
ERM dose. The Reach franc, 
having traded at its floor or 
below it for the bulk of the day, 
actually ended a whisker 
above foe danger level. 


John Shepperd, chief econo¬ 
mist at Yamaichi Internation¬ 
al Europe, said: “The central 
banks shouldn’t make the 
mistake of thinking that the 
late calmness in the markets is 
a sign of confidence — far 
from it The market calmed 
down because it thinks the 
system is already dead." If the 
central banks did nothing this 
weekend, they would face a 
“firestorm" on Monday.

LLOYDS Bank gave a clear demon¬ 
stration that the economy is on the 
way to recovery as it unveiled a 35 per 
cent lift in pre-tax profits to £498 
million for the first half and in¬ 
creased the interim dividend by 12 
per cent to 6.6p.

STEPHEN UttJechild, the 
electricity regulator, will refer 
National Power and Power- 
Gen to the Monopolies and 
Mei^ers Commission by 
Christmas if his current enqui¬ 
ry into prices shows any evi¬ 
dence that their charges are 
excessive. 

A reference would scupper 
ministers' hopes of raising £3 
billion by selling the state's re¬ 
maining 40 per cent stake in 
each of the companies next 
year. But it would also end re¬ 
current rows over power prices 
arising from the dominance of 
the two big generators in the 
priva tired power regime. 

National Power, which ear¬ 
lier admitted raising pool 
prices in April on the ground 
that it had previously failed to 
cover its costs, welcomed Pro¬ 
fessor Littlechild's promise to 
lake an early derision over a 
referral to the MMC 

The company said; “This 
time-scale will reduce the per¬ 
iod of uncertainty for our 
shareholders and establish 
whether the government can 
proceed with the 1994-5 sale of 
its shareholding, as National 
Power would prefer." 

The regulator made his 
threat after unveiling the re¬ 
sults of his fourth enquiry into 


complaints about prices in the 
“pool" or wholesale market irt 
electricity. He made clear that 
the time has come to halt the 
spiral of price rises and over¬ 
haul the pool mechanism. He 
told the generators that, if 
necessary, he would change 
their licences to cap the price 
of the power they sell 

But JCI, which has threat¬ 
ened to shut its massive Chlor- 
alkali plant on Merseyside 
because of soaring electricity 
prices, was disappointed by 
his failure to give customers 
redress. It said his conclusions 
were “limited to exhortations 
to others to consider action 
coupled with veiled threats of 
reference to the MMC". 

During his latest enquiry. 
Professor Littlechfld found 
that toe companies had 
achieved substantial increases 
in pool selling prices in spite of 
the benefit of cheaper coal and 
other cost reductions. 

He said: "If present prices 
are maintained, overall pool 
selling prices will be nearly 20 
per cent higher than last year, 
following an 8 per cent in¬ 
crease over the previous year. 

In a dear warning to the 
generators, he said: "The need 
to cover avoidable cost does 
not justify any further price 


increase — nor did it justify a 
price increase as high as the 
recent one." Professor Little- 
child said that up to 1,500 
companies now bought power 
at pool-related prices and he 
had received a flood of com¬ 
plaints from them after the 
April increases. 

“They are right to be con¬ 
cerned,” he said. “In a compet¬ 
itive market, customers' 
interests would be paramount. 
This is not yet the case in the 
electricity market” 

His comments are the most 
damning criticism yet of the 
electricity industry structure 
established by the government 
in the run-up to privatisation. 

However, the regulator 
maintained that many of the 
problems arose from the com¬ 
plexity of toe transition from 
toe old system of a generating 
monopoly to the yet-to-be- 
acheived competitive market 

He exhibited a growing 
impatience with the failure of 
the pool executive committee, 
itself dominated by the gener¬ 
ators, to reform inadequate 
systems inherited from the old 
Central Electricity Generating 
Board.

Banks guilty of flouting code of practice

THE THOROUGHBRED BANK. 


SOME banks are flouting the 
rules by passing on informa¬ 
tion about customers without 
their express consent, accord¬ 
ing to Sir George Blunden in 
his first report since beginning 
a review of the Code of 
Banking Practice 

In the first report of his 
review committee. Sir George 
also criticises some institu¬ 
tions for producing customer 
information in "gobblede- 
jook" and others for their 
"coyness" in telling customers 
about complaints procedures. 

The voluntary code came 
into force in March last year 
as an alternative to legislation. 
Over 300 banks and building 
societies hare agreed to it. 

In toe report. Sir George 
said it was dear there was 
“room far improvement on toe 
part of .same institutions" in 


regard to the requirement that 
written terms and conditions 
of a banking service be ex¬ 
pressed in plain English, and 
the requirement that banks 
and building societies oil then- 
customers they have a com¬ 
plaints procedure. 

He said: "There are still

But in most cases, 
those on the register would be 
refused a new mortgage. 

Those who chose voluntary re¬ 
possession are unlikely to be re¬ 
housed by local authorities, being 
classed as homeless by choice. They 
also remain legally responsible for 
the debt, until the house is sold. 
Mortgage indemnity insurers have 
the right to pursue defaulters for 
any shortfall. Borrowers in dire 
straits are rarely pursued, but those 
who opt out over negative equity 
may be forced to pay. 

But although names of mort¬ 
gage defaulters are passed to credit 
reference agencies, the informa¬ 
tion on an agency’s mortgage 
default register is normally only 
available to other mortgage tend- 
ers. So mortgage defaulters who do 
not admit their sins on a credit 
card application form, may still be 
Issued with a card. The same 
applies to other types of lending.

ON MONDAY afternoon. 2000 
people-will be waiting with bated 
breath to-see how Martina does at 
Ripon. Martina is a five-year-old 
chestnut mare tunning in the Class G 
Bouncing Castle Selling Handicap at 
3pm. and die 2000 fallowing her are 
her owners. They all belong to the 
Laurel Racing Club, a Preston. Lanca¬ 
shire. racing c ompan y, which for £65 
for tMs year provides a share in five 
National Hunt and fiat race borces.

Mr Boden is one of thousands of 
people who own a share of a race¬ 
horse. Enthusiasts can buy into a 
home by establishing a partnership, 
setting up a company or joining a 
dob. 

Probably the most common method 
is a partnership of up to 12 people. 
Partnerships come in aft shapes and 
sizes WilHam Haggas, a Newmarket 
trainer, bas established a one for 
women only, called the Flying Fillies. 
Its horses are leased rather than 
bought Tins means the initial outlay 
is lower — a £L880 payment covers 
costs for the season. 

People who want to spend a smaller 
amount can buy shares in a company 
tike the LRC which advertise in the 
raring press or general interest 
magazines. 

Prospective owners can tailor the 
•costs according to their pockets by 
deriding beforehand how much they 
want to spend. They can also agree 


that they want the partnership or 
company to operate for a finite period. 
Unless one of the prospective owners 
has a good eye for a horse, it is better 
to approach a trainer to select one. 
The trainer will choose according to 
how much the owners want to spend. 
A reasonable horse would cost about 
£ 10 , 000 . 

Training fees are from £10,000 to 
£12000 a year. Every time the horse 
races, the owners most pay an entry 
fee of about £40, the jockey's fee of £60 
for fiat racing and £70 for jumping, 
and transport costs of £1 per mile. 

If the horse wins its race, the owners 
will share the prize money after the 
trainer has received 10 per cent and the 
stable lads 2 per cent Prizes vary but, 
as an example, the winner of a maiden 
race might receive £3300. 

Paol Slade and his father Alan are 
partners in several horses including 
Indian Runner with trainers Rim and 
Mandy Hodges in Chariton Adam, 
Somerset Paid says: "If you’re lucky 
enough to get involved with a horse 
which occasionally wins a nee, which 


is a very big iC you will crane away 
with a share of prize money. But on 
the whole, this is a hobby which is 
tikdy to cost you money and you 
should accept that" David Loder. a 
Newmarket trainer with 35 horses in 
his stables, puts it mean brutally: "Can 
you afford to chuck £15.000 down the 
drain? It is a high risk venture as 
ventures go. That’s what makes it so 
exciting when it goes wdL” 

Kate Meyndl, a BBC producer, 
invested £2000 last year in a partner¬ 
ship. only to lose the lot She says: 
"The partnership was investing in 
four horses with extremely good 
breeding. I went to see them at a stud 
and everything was fine: until 1 had a 
call to say that the person running file 
partnership had not paid for the 
horses or paid the training fees." 

Richard Evans, raring corres¬ 
pondent of The Tunes, was in an 
unsuccessful p artn ership but started 
a g ain in 1990 with three partners to 
buy a half share for £5,000 in 
Northern Saddler, a National Hunt 
racer. Hie other half is owned by the 
trainer, Mr Hodges. Mr Evans pays 
£70 a month towards die horse’s 
training and raring costs. 

Northern Saddler won three races 
last year. Mr Evans says: “At the end 
of the day, IVe paid out £840 and 
recouped £560. That's not bad enter¬ 
tainment, to put it mildly. There's a 
certain thrill in watching a horse ran 
in my colours.”

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Coin buyers out of pocket 


INVESTORS who paid an 
estimated £1 million to an 
Irish company for supposedly 
rare coins are now finding 
they face losses on a new front. 

The 200 investors are clients 
of the International Coin 
Group (ICG), which vanished 
from its Dublin offices four 
months ago. The company 
told clients it was moving to 
Antwerp, but it failed to arrive 
there and the directors have 
disappeared. 

Now investors face de¬ 
mands for large storage fees 
from a Canadian company 
which says if has their coins. 
And those who ask for their 
coins to be valued or sent to 
this country for examination 
complain that their requests 
are blocked or ignored. 

ICG promised large profits 
from the coins it sold A 
pensioner in Aberdeen hand¬ 
ed over E2.000 after being 
guaranteed a 20 per cent profit 
within 90 days. Another inves¬ 
tor in Woking parted with 
£1,950 and was promised a 
handsome profit as long ago 
as last December. Neither has 
received a penny, and both 
have complained to the police. 


Tony Hetherington reports on 
new losses for the unfortunate 
investors in an Irish coin company 


The coins were originally pur¬ 
chased by International Coin 
Group from a Canadian firm 
tailed AAA Stamp Coin Bulle¬ 
tin, of Victoria, British Colum¬ 
bia. Several of the people 
behind ICG are Canadian, 
and they told investors that 
their coins would be kept in 
Canada, to avoid VAT. 

Now AAA has told ICG 
clients that they must pay an 
annual storage fee of 4 per 
cent of whatever they paid for 
their coins, and pay foes 
already incurred. Robert Chin- 
lop, who owns a horticultural 
business in Belfast, has been 
told he owes £5.000 for storage 
of coins he bought from ICG 
for more than £100.000 — 
which he fears are worth just a 
fraction of that. 

Mr Dunlop said he had 
asked AAA to establish the 
true value of his coins. He 
said: "I have been trying to get 


a valuation of them but I have 
not teen successful. There 
always seems to be some prob¬ 
lem at the last minute." 

And John Athersuch, an oQ 
company worker, says he has 
tried unsuccessfully m get 
AAA to release the coins he 
and three colleagues bought 
for £100.000. He had ar¬ 
ranged with Gerald Taran¬ 
tino, the head of AAA. for the 
coins to be handed over to an 
agent in Canada. Arrange¬ 
ments had teen made to fly 
the coins to London for valua¬ 
tion two days ago. but at the 
last moment Mr Tarantino de¬ 
clined to release them unless 
Mr Athersuch instructed Brit¬ 
ish solicitors to give binding 
assurances to his own lawyers 
that no action would be taken 
against AAA. 

Mr Athersuch said: "After 
all the verbal comments about 
not needing to see receipts. 


and how if our agent identified 
himself the coins would be 
handed over on foe strength of 
a faxed authorisation, at the 
eleventh hour and 59th min¬ 
ute. they jammed the brakes 
on. f can only regard that as 
obstruction.” 

He added his own enquiries 
lead him to believe that the 
International Coin Group sold 
coins to investors for five times 
the amount ICG itself paid to 
AAA. making it virtually im¬ 
possible for investors to profit. 
Mr Tarantino would only say 
that the value of foe coins is 
“substantially lower* than 
prices paid by investors, 

Mr Tarantino said he would 
be “very happy” to release Mr 
Athersuch *s coins, but his 
lawyers had advised him to 
demand an indemnity first 

Meanwhile, police enquiries 
are continuing in an effort to 
trace foe ICG directors. Mark 
Stephen Dalton. 28. of Dublin, 
the company's managing di¬ 
rector. is known to have 
arranged for messages to be 
forwajded to him in Amster¬ 
dam. bur before vanishing he 
also spoke of going to the 
United States. 


Problems over reforms to personal pensions 


From M r Mike J. Jones 
Sir. Sara McConnell (Getting 
enough to live on for life. July 
17) reported on Frank Field's 
Fabian Society discussion 
paper outlining proposals for 
a new system of private pen¬ 
sions for all. 

The proposals put forward 
have some superficial attrac¬ 
tion, but 1 have a number of 
concerns, foe two most impor¬ 
tant being the investment of 
personal pension income (PPI)

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premiums and the overall 
financing of the proposed 
reforms. 

1. How will PPI premiums be 
invested? For those in employ¬ 
ment. an occupational pension 
scheme may already exist and 
be expected to provide foe 
relevant benefits. 

However, most of these 
schemes are on a final salary 
basis and adapting them to 
take account of the PPI premi¬ 
ums would be a complex 
matter. For the majority of foe 
population, therefore. Mr 
Reid envisages a personal 
pension arrangement 

Unfortunately, personal 
pensions can be a poor invest¬ 
ment particularly where the 
level of premium is small and/ 
or foe policy is surrendered 
early. This Is because of the 
“front end" deductions from 
premiums to cover adminis¬ 
trative expenses and commis¬ 
sions. PPI premiums for those 
not in employment would be 
particularly susceptible to this 
problem. 

The other problem is that of 
choice. There is a bewildering 
array of policies available and 
h is difficult for even the 
financially sophisticated to 
choose foe right one. What 
chance will foe average indi¬ 


vidual stand? Who is to advise 
them fairly and independent¬ 
ly? If the government pays 
premiums for the non-em- 
ployed, wOI they also decide 
where to invest them? 

2. How are the arrangements 
financed? A major plank in the 
financing of the benefits 
would be foe removal of pri¬ 
vate pension tax concessions, 
in particular the gross roll-up 
of investment returns. The 
resulting extra taxation would 
contribute to the additional 
level of state pensions to be 
provided. 

It seems counter-productive 
to take away private pension 
tax concessions at a time when 
private pensions are being 
encouraged as an alternative 
to state benefits! Indeed, it is 
not dear whether the lower 
levels of pensions resulting 
from the removal of gross roll¬ 
up have been taken into ac¬ 
count in the paper’s pro¬ 
jections of personal pension 
incomes.

Americans ready for Donington duel 


AS FORMULA One grand prix 
racing succumbs inexorably to domi¬ 
nation by Alain Prnst and the Wil¬ 
liams team, die other pinnacle of 
motor sport, the SOOcc world 
motorcycling championship, is poised 
on a knifeedge as it enters the crucial 
tenth round of the 14-race series 
tomorrow.

In the absence of a serious chall¬ 
enge from the Australian, Michael 
Doohan. who crashed in qualifying 
yesterday and is still recovering from 
the serious accident which robbed 
him of the title last year, the season 
has developed into a thrilling duel

between die American riders. Kevin 
Schwantz and Wayne Rainey, remi¬ 
niscent of the contest fought out by 
Kenny Roberts and Freddie Spencer a 
decade ago. 

Rainey, riding a Marlboro 
Yamaha, is bidding for a fourth 
successive world championship tide; 
but Schwantz has won die British 
grand prix here three times, edging 
out Iris compatriot on each occasion 
and goes into the race 23 points ahead 
of his rival. 

Both were upstaged yesterday dur¬ 
ing a dramatic afternoon qualifying 
session when the Italian. Luca 
Cadalora. snatched provisional pole 
position from the Blackburn 


Superbike rider. Carl Fogarty, who is 
onfy competing in the event on a wiki 
card entry.

The American pair, though, are stfli 
the overwhelming favourites for to¬ 
morrow's race. Schwantz has recov¬ 
ered from a poor season last year 
when he won onfy one race and is 
looking for his fifth win of the year. 

“I have got a great rapport with the 
British, fans.” be said. “Donington 
Farit has always been good to me and 
I hope it will stay that way this year. 
With the championship at such a 
crucial stage, the race has assumed 
exceptional importance.” 

But Rainey, 32, a charming Califor¬ 
nian, won die championship in the 
final race of last season after 


Doohan's accident and has not given 
up hope of overhauling Schwantz.

King of Cowes whose 
rule blends charm 
and strong-arm tactics 


H arold Cudmore. the man 
they call King Harold of 
Cowes, was wearing his 
crown at a dJt yesterday, having 
been stranded ashore in the Admi¬ 
ral's Cup series after his yacht, 
Jameson I. last its keel and sank on 
one of the berter-known rocky 
hazards in the Solent during the 
opening race on Thursday. 

It is not the first time the 
irrepressible Irishman has had 
that sinking feeling. In 1985, he hit 
a wreck, off Bembridge Ledge 
while captaining Graham Walk¬ 
er’s British Admiral's Cup con¬ 
tender and during the 12-metre 
world championship a year later, 
fire pumps were called out when 
the French yacht he had chartered 
came close to being overwhelmed 
off Fremantle. 

But Cudmore is a man who 
always bounces back and if he is 
nor racing his own boat at Cowes 
during the coming week, then he 
will certainly be aboard someone 
rise's. His is a talent in high 
demand; he has five world titles on 
his CV. dual passports and a split 
personality to match. 

Competing with Jameson 1. he is 
Irish. After the Fastnet race in two 
weeks’ time, he returns to being 
British, to prepare and captain an 
America’s Cup challenge in 1995. 

Meet this copper-haired yachts¬ 
man at a harbour side bar and you 
are greeted by a charming, witty 
companion. Get in his way in a 
race and you are met by expletives 
and fist waving from the legend¬ 
ary ogre. He rides rough-shod 
over friend and foe in order to win. 

The aggression vanishes once he 
crosses the finish line, just as if 
some malign spirit on his shoulder 
has returned to a drawer along 
with the charts. For those sailing 
with or against him for the first 
time, it can seem an abrupt 
change. Suddenly, the man who 
has been berating you throughout 
the race is there shaking you 
warmly by the hand. 

To his crew, many of whom 
have sailed with him for two 
decades or more, this abuse falls 
like water off a duck's back. They 
love him for his wit wisdom and 
winning ways, by storing away the 
latest, often comic, outbursts so 


they can be related, bade on dry 

land. 

I well recall my own experience 
of racing on the same boat as 
Cudmore. He had graciously 
agreed to bring his expertise and 
crew to sharpen my own primitive 
skills in a match-racing champion¬ 
ship for the press. Most club 
sailors like myself would give toefr 
right arm to have such a man in 
their crew — and 1 almost had to. 
After jumping up and down in the 
cockpit, goading and pressuring 
our rivals in die dose-quarter 
jousting before the race, he became 
so exasperated with my own feeble 
efforts to match his commands 
that he yanked the tiller from my 
hand with such force that it almost 
pulled my arm from its socket. 

Some of Cudmore's more fam¬ 
ous outbursts haw taken their

place in yachting folklore. Stand¬ 
ing at the helm of lionheart, the 
12 -metre yacht, in trials during 
Peter de Savary’s campaign for the 
America’s Cup in the early 1980s, 
the Irishman became so infuriated 
at the ham-fisted spinnaker han¬ 
dling by those on the bow that he 
lashed out with the sharp end of 
his boot, connecting with the 
backside of his navigator. "What 
the hell's that for?" asked the 
surprised Andrew “Spud" 
Spedding, who had been bent over 
his charts. “Just pass it on. Pass it 
on,” Cudmore shouted. 

On another occasion, while rac¬ 
ing on an Australian yacht, he 
became almost apoplectic over the 
misguided antics of another bow¬ 
man. He abandoned the wheel 
and rushed forward to give the 
hapless crewman a piece of his 
mind. “You." he screamed, as he 
held the man by the collar, “have 
got to be the most (expletive 


deleted) useless {expletive deleted) 
idiot 1 have ever seat on a boat 
anywhere in my entire (expletive 
deleted) fife." 

“And 1 hope." he added hurried¬ 
ly, as the full size and strength of 
die giant he was manhandling 
dawned on him. "that you will take 
this as constructive criticism." 

Shouting aside; Cudmore. 49. is 
a winner, with the skills honed 
over three decades of tnpdass 
competition that can make even an 
average boat seem special. The 
winner of five world champion¬ 
ships, twelve international match- 
race tides and twice skipper of the 
top-scoring yacht in the Admiral’s 
Cup he is, according to Bill Koch, 
one of only three people in die 
world with the ability and exper¬ 
tise to win the America's Cup. The 
others are the four-time winner. 
Dennis Conner, and John 
Bertrand, who won the cup for 
Alan Bond in 1983. And Koch 
should know. He won the Ameri¬ 
ca’s Cup last year. 

Is Cudmore a match for Conner? 
Certainly cm an intellectual level. 
They also share the same fastidi¬ 
ous approach to preparation and 
planning. But it was Conner who 
won the cup back for America in 
1987. when Cudmore skippered 
British entry. White Crusader, 
that just failed to make the semi¬ 
final. 

Koch's belief stems from 
Cudmore’s role as his personal 
adviser during die American's 
&&5 million cup campaign that 
sidelined Conner. Koch senses that 
the irishman picked up enough 
knowledge from the year spent 
with him in San Diego to win — 
even with the cut-price campaign 
he has planned with fellow sailors 
Eddie Warden Owen. Richard 
Matthews and Graham Walker, 
who this week is captaining the 
Great Britain Admirals Cup 
team. 

Cudmore is a native of Cowes 
but his roots remain set in Cork. 
Ireland. The scat of a successful 
grocer, whose family firm supplies 
a nationwide chain of shops, he 
was schooled at Castleknock and 
learnt to sail aboard his fathers 
30-foot boat during the summer 
holidays. 



He began racing at the age of 12 
in a battered and leaky Cadet 
dinghy before graduating to an 
Enterprise and winning the Irish 
Champion of Champions event in 
1972. He also represented Ireland 
at the Olympics that year, sailing a 
Flying Dutchman. Cudmore did 
not cover himself in glory, display¬ 
ing instead a mischievous sense of 
fun by holding an open-house for 
parties and hot-wiring the lift in 
the competitors* hotel to ensure 


that it always stopped on die Irish 
floor. 

in 1976. Cudmore began prepa¬ 
rations for the Olympics in Cana¬ 
da, only to have his plans 
torpedoed by the Irish Yachting 
Association who. perhaps remem¬ 
bering his antics at KieL refused to 
endorse the campaign. That slap 
proved the turning point in his 
career. Instead of travelling to 
Kingston. Cudmore poured all his 
energies into putting together a 


boat and crew to win that year's 
Half-Ton Cup at Trieste. He did it 
with ease, displaying an ability to 
juggle the many dements of yacht 
raang into a winning combina¬ 
tion. a rare skill that has kept him 
employed ever since. 

Will Cudmore have the chance 
to work his magic for the Irish 
team competing at Cowes next 
week? Jameson I may be repaired 
in time to race again. Alternative¬ 
ly, other teams may allow him to 


charter another yacht. “We wffl 
just have tosee how things go this 
. weekend," he said coyly. 

He is equally coy about his 
America’s Cup [dans. “We have 
given ourselves to the end of die 
year to approach a select number 
of companies. We know we have 
the knowledge^ andability to win 
and are looking far £6 million, but 
you wifi not hear us shooting from 
the rooftops until we .win that 
backing.” 


Cudmore hoping rivals 
will sanction new yacht 


AFTER the sinking on Thurs¬ 
day of Jameson 1. the Irish 
one-tonner, in the opening 
race of the Champagne 
Mumm Admiral’s Cup senes, 
Harold Cudmore's hopes of 
skippering a replacement 
yachi for the rest of the series 
rest on the agreement of three 
rival teams. 

The yacht, chartered from 
King Harald of Norway, was 
deemed unrepairable by the 
team yesterday after her keel 
broke off and the yacht sank 
within three minutes of hitting 
Gurnard ledge during the 
Royal Yacht Squadron trophy 
race in the Solent. 

Cudmore and his crew app¬ 
lied to the jury to replace her 
for the rest of the series with 
Thomas I Punct the one- 
tonner owned by the German, 
Thomas Friese. They ruled 
late on Thursday that this 
could only occur with the 
unanimous agreement of the 
other teams.The precedent for 
this was set in 1979 when the 
Brazilian yacht, Madrugarda. 
was holed during the first race 
and substituted by Winsome 
Gild. David May’s reserve 
British yacht 

Graham Walker, captain of 
toe UK team, was first to offer 
his support telling. Cudmore; 
“Of course you can and good 
luck." That was followed by 
positive responses from the 
Germans. Japanese and 
Dutch, but the French. Italian 
and Australian teams have 
reserved their derision until 
after this weekend's 206 -mile 
Channel race.

C hris Boardman. back in 
his terraced house in 
Hoylake after breaking the 
wnrid one-hour track record 
in Bordeaux nine days ago. is 
fast approaching decision 
time His option; stay amateur 
or chase that sometimes elu¬ 
sive crock of gold as a 
professional. 

Boardman has made up his 
mind about the principle. He 
wants a cash income and 
believes that he has the ability 
to make a good pro. 

He showed his profession¬ 
alism. too, in toe timing of his 
successful record bid. coincid¬ 
ing with the stage end of the 
Tour de France. Sue hundred 
journalists and cameramen in 
situ guaranteed worldwide 
publicity for the Briton. 

This is the time of year 
when managers are looking 
for new team members to gain 
them high points for the 1994 
world rankings. Since his 
52270km (32.4 miles) ride, 
Boardman has been besieged 
with offers of professional 
contracts from some of Eu¬ 
rope’s shrewdest managers. 

Boardman^ world record, 
then, was his planned spring¬ 
board to a professional career. 
If he has decided to switch, 
why not do so now? 

Because in three weeks he 
should be world 4,000m pur¬ 
suit champion, for the first 
time this years title fully open 
to pros and amateurs. Thai 
victory, at Harmar, Norway, 
would provide a further 
strong bargaining point 
Also in Norway next 
month, having bis first inter¬ 
national selection, win be

Graeme Obree, the Scot 
Boardman will not forgive for 
jumping the gun and taking 
Francesco Moser's nine-year- 
old world hour record a week 
before his own success. 
Revenge was agony for 
Boardman as he efrded the 
250-metre velodrome at Bor¬ 
deaux. He came dose to 
feinting with still 15 minutes 
to ride. When he heard yester¬ 
day. while competing in the 
national track championships 
at Leicester, that Obree will 
attempt to regain the record in 
Stuttgart on September 12, 
Boardman shrugged it off. 
“Let him try. The onus is on 
him,” he said. 

S uddenly Britain has two 
men of the hour. Board- 
man. methodical, a stickler for 
perfection and an admirer of 
Peter Keen, lus Olympic and 
world record trainer. Obree. a 
spur-of-the-moment man (be 
temporarily quit cycling last 
winter) who has designed and 
built his own machine for 
much of the last ten years, has 
relied on what be calls “body 
signals" to indicate his fitness. 

If they each accept profes¬ 
sional contracts, their life¬ 
styles win change dramat¬ 
ically. They can expect to be 
on the treadmill of continental 
road racing for almost right 
months of the year, living out 
of a suitcase and spending 


nights behind the wheel of a 
car driving from one contract 
to another.. 

Boardman says: “Every¬ 
thing is a possibility. But I 
want to get tire best out of that 
sort of life for my family. I 
need to find a team that wfll 
to some extent, leave me to do 
what I want to do.” He does 
not relish the idea of bring 
away from home and family 
for more than, a month at a 
tone. “I believe it possible to 
commute to the Continent” 
he said. 

Once be has finned u£ a 
professional contract nothing 
would please him mane than 
to move into a larger house, 
“nothing grand, but just 
somewhere with a little more 
room". 

He would make a team’s 
ideal time-trial specialist giv¬ 
en a, settling-in period, to 
challenge tire Indur&ins and 
the Romingers. 

Obree has still to demon¬ 
strate that he is a track time- 
trial and road raring all- 
rounder in the Boardman 
mould. Yet of the Tour de 
France be says: “I wn dimii 
mountains” — he won die 
Manx trial, which induces 
SnaefeO, this year — “and 1 
have won mountain bike 
races.

She has the 
grace and the flair to com¬ 
mand centre stage nr the .

England’s opponents mil 
be New Zealand and not. as 
widely expected, the old en¬ 
emy Australia. Brittin does 
not care who provides the 
opposition, dr New Zea¬ 
land inflow! England's only 
defeat in the round robin 
qualifying stage.

mestic game. 

We woe both part of the 
England team that lost to. : 
Australia at Lord’s in 1987 
and I know wily too well how 
the occasion slipped by.

We 
were a much better team than 
we showed,” she recalls.

We have played in the 
same team many times and 1 
took over England's vice¬ 
captaincy from her in 1987. 
Her open smile comes as an 
admission of our understand¬ 
ing. “At times I think being a 


captain would take my mind 
off my inner-self and if I had 
to worry about other people 
maybe things would be a bit 
easier." Another smile. "But, 
no, it doesn’t come naturally. 
Definitely not" 

Leadership in cricket can 
lake many forms and En¬ 
gland’s occasionally bumpy 
passage to the Lord's final 
has- been smoothed by 
Briton's high-class batting. 
Low scores by her are a rarity 
and her two centuries so fair 
in the competition reflect both 


her talent and consistency. 
Often just as vital to die team, 
is her eye-catching brilliance 
in the field. 

At Lord’s, in 1987, we 
shared the cover and mid- 
wkktt fielding duties: facing 
each other either side of a 
sodden square The buzz I felt 
then will be rekindled tomor¬ 
row when I watch J. B. swoop 
to turn boundaries into des¬ 
perate singles. 

That series was my last — 
and the release from the 
feelings of isolation came as a 
relief. Brittin, though, enjoys 
and even courts such isola¬ 
tion. She appears most com¬ 
fortable when allowed to look 
in from the outside. Perhaps 
it is this detachment which 
has enabled her to continue 


playing whan others have 
chosen to hang up their pads. 

IVe taken time 
out during my playing years 
to stay fresh.

Nobody now seems to care 
much if women’s cricket's 
hidden rebel conforms or not 
She is taken for what she is; a 
special talent Of greater im¬ 
portance tomorrow will be 
her ability to set England off 
ona positive footing. Whatev¬ 
er the outcome at Lord’s. 
Janette Brittin is sure to 
figure prominently.

victory with four balls to 
spare. 

They were led to success by 
this year’s Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity captain John Crawley, 21. 
who played a glorious innings 
of 109 to underline his poten¬ 
tial. which has already been 
noted fay the England 
committee. 

Crawley, whose brother 
Mark plays for Nottingham¬ 
shire. has followed in the 
footsteps of the new England 
captain Mike Atherton, study¬ 
ing at Manchester Grammar 
School and Cambridge before 
becoming a member of the 
Lancashire staff. 

Atherton, who was not play¬ 
ing in foe match, was an 
admiring spectator as 
Crawley handled the spin of 
Shane Warae and Tim May 
with great aplomb and will be 
able to give his fellow selectors 
a glowing report when they 
meet this weekend. 

Lancashire were set 227 for 
victory in what turned out to 
be 61 overs and Crawley and 
Gehan Mendis made rapid 
inroads into the target with an 
opening partnership of 81 
before Warne struck for the 
first and what proved to be the 
only time. 

Crawley. Lancashire's 
youngest player, refused to be 
overawed either by the chall¬ 
enge or the bowling as he kept 
the runs flowing at the re¬ 
quired rate. He stayed 194 
minutes, faced 180 bails and 
Stroked 11 fours before hitting 
May to Michael Slater at 
square leg. 

Warne and May then 
bowled tightly to induce a bout 
of Lancashire jitters. But Mike 
Watkinson. captaining Lanca¬ 
shire in the absence of both 
Neil Fairbrother and Ather¬ 
ton. hit Warne for a boundary 
in the penultimate over. He 


then cracked May for a six 
with four balls remaining to 
seal Lancashire's first win 
over the Australians since 
1972. 

Earlier, Australia's big bat¬ 
ting batting guns had, for 
once, failed to fire, and they 
were indebted to Matthew 
Hayden, who scored 79, for 
being able to declare at 194 for 
right, left-arm spinner Alex 
Barnett causing them most 
trouble while taking four for 
83 in 25 overs.

average — without them he has no 
fixed abode. Keith Fletcher, the team 
manager, has repeatedly expressed 
himself satisfied with Stewart's dual 
responsibilities, yet what is the point 
of pursuing a theory when it is so 
fundamentally flawed that Stewart, 
when keeping wicket, averages seven 
fewer with the bat than Russell? 

Ted Dexter disclosed on Wednes¬ 
day that Stewart would be Atherton's 
vicecaptain for the remainder of the 
summer, which indicates his place is 
safe, though as Dexter has since had 
to apologise for a different indiscre¬ 
tion about Stewart, father and son.

Stewart deserves a 
chance to re-establish himself as a 
top-order batsman without the bur¬ 
den of keeping wicket 

In an ideal world, he would like to 
resume opening, which is not a 
strong possibility. Atherton himself 


will be going in first and if his 
partner next week is not to be Marie 
Lathwefl. it is likely to be a familiar 
figure with a spring in his usual 
shambling gait Rid of the captaincy, 
and maybe feeling more relaxed for 
it, Graham Gooch should find him¬ 
self back in the job he does best and 
which, given his head, he would not 
have surrendered. 

Stewart, then, is m&ely to remain at 
No 4 behind Robin Smith and there 
can be little argument that Graham 
Thorpe and Nasser Hussain deserve 
a third Test each, at least The same 
may not be true of Lathwefl, a 
b rillian t and intuitive player of tost 
bowling who should be told now thai 
he is bound for the Caribbean this 
winter, then sent bade to Somerset to 
patch up his slightly shaken form.

R ichard Trevithick, the 
Cornish engineer who 
built one of the first steam 
locomotives nearly 200 
years ago, would probably have 
choked on his ale at the thought of a 
small blue engine bearing his name 
rattling back and forth along a 
single mfle of track, driven by 
someone who has never even 
stepped on a footplate before. 

It is 25 years since British Rail 
ran its last scheduled steam service. 
Nostalgia descended quickly and 
special trips were organised the 
very next weekend. Today, steam 
train pleasures are not confined to 
passengers; now anyone can leant 
to drive a locomotive during a 
weekend course organised by the 
Pear Tree hotel at PUrton, near 
Swindon, with the Swindop and 
Cricklade Railway. 

In the heart of the Wiltshire 
countryside, the tiny Blunsdon 
station is not yet the kind of place to 
which visitors Hock. So far, this 13- 
year-old railway has been a project 
for steam enthusiasts: the mOe of 
track was laid with their own 
hands, replacing what BR had tom 
up long before. They bought up 
locomotives, carriages, wagons and 
a signal box. Bui there is stM a long 
way to go — three and a half miles 
— until the mute is complete. 

“Everything is either hot, hard or 
heavy.” Brian Hains, the course 
instructor, tells his three aspiring 
drivers on the first morning. “Rich¬ 
ard Trevithick” is sitting outside, 
hard and heavy but void as stone. 

It takes three hours to fire him 
up, enough time for a spot of theoay 
in the classroom and a lew safety 
tips. Then, after crawling under¬ 
neath the engine to oil the moving 
parts, polishing up the Thomas- 
the-Tank-Engine blue paintwork, 
loading coal into the bunkers, 
stoking up tile fire, checking the 
water levels in the glass pipes, and 
making sure the steam pressure is 
high enough, you fed as if you ■ 
know the old fellow quite wefl. And 
he is-itching to get going, hissing... 
spluttering and rumbling. 

Next, it's into gear, unscrew the

handbrake, push the steam brake 
off, give a couple of toots on the 
whistle, and ease the regulator 
(throttle) down: almost miraculous¬ 
ly, the engine grinds forward and 
gathers pace. 

“Without wanting to get too 
Freudian about it,” Mr Hains says, 
“irs about the closest a man can get 
to giving birth.

Doubtless she would- have 
reassembled them later, but 


we did it for her. and left them 
neatly in the hollow under its 
handsome canopy. 

Now foe woods and corn¬ 
fields are full of young pheas¬ 
ants. You detect them m the 
ripening wheat 
strange squeals or the snaking 
of the ears of com. If you come 
across one in long grass, it 


stretches its head out and then 
runs like mad. 

Pheasants mostly prefer to 
use their legs rather than fly: 
they never migrate, and gener¬ 
ally spend their whole life in 
the same small area. But they 
have flight muscles that en¬ 
able them © rise quickly when 
they need to. after which they 


glide away over the bracken or 
ihrough the tree-trunks, then 
land and start running. In the 
evening, they use their wings 
again when they fly up on to 
the branches of trees to roost. 
The fax is a deadly enemy to 
them, and they are out of its 
way up there. 

L arge numbers of pheas¬ 
ants have a more artifi¬ 
cial life then this. 
Though they hardly ever live 
wholly in captivity, many are 
rounded up by gamekeepers 
in the early spring and kept in 
safe areas to breed. Their eggs 
are collected and hatched in an 
incubator, and the young 
birds are then set free. 

Many of the sprinting 
youngsters you came across 
just now started life in a 
eeper’s incubator. They 
in the wild, or glean 
any tood. such as maize, that 
might be put down for than. 

When fully grown, the cock 
birds will be as much as 3ft 
long, of which more than half 
will be tire length of their tail. 

Many millions of pheasants 
wiB be roaming foe country¬ 
side in the next few months. 



Until the end of September 
they will be able to enjoy the 
autumn fruits in peace. Then, 
on October 1. foe shooting will 
begin. Game experts have 
estimated that only about half 
of the young birds released 
into the wild are shot in the 
three months of the season. 
But as winter wears on. many 
other pheasants, both young 
and old. are killed by preda¬ 
tors or succumb to disease- 
By next spring, the numbers 
will have fallen to very much 
what they were last spring. 
The cock birds will be dividing 
up the woodlands and crow¬ 
ing out their defiant and 
amorous calls onoe more, and 
the cycle of fife and death 
which draws man and bird 
together will be starting again.

Fowl deeds 
in France 

Tales of cruelty plague the producers of foie gras, but 


Quentin Crewe finds the reality more palatable 


L a Belle Gasconne is 
Madame Gracia who. 
with her husband, 
runs the auberge at 
Poudenas, in that region of 
southwest France which was 
once a pan of Gascony, and is 
now in the department of Lot- 
et-Garonne. More important¬ 
ly, it is she who cooks the rich 
food of die region in their 
restaurant Mme Gracia is a 
native of Poudenas. It may 
never have been her original 
intention to run a restaurant 
When they married, she and 
her husband became farmers, 
raising geese for foie gras. 

There can be no other food 
that provokes the furious 
passions that foie gras 
arouses, nor one so bedevilled 
by myth. The morally squea¬ 
mish eagerly embrace tales of 
birds with their feet nailed to 
the floor beside the farmhouse 
hearth, being brutally force- 
fed for weeks and undergoing 
untold suffering in the name of 
gastronomy. 

The facts are very different 
Mme Gracia was indignant at 
the suggestion that there was 
any cruelty involved. The 
Gracias emphasised the im¬ 
portance of die relationship 
between the producers and 
their birds: “Every producer 
pretends that he has some 
special secret One says he 
feeds die birds once a day. 
another says twice, yet another 
three times. Someone else will 
say that he uses red maize or 
white maize, but truly there is 
nothing in an of that The one 
thing that is important is that 
the geese or the ducks are well 
cared for. They must love the 
person that feeds them." 

The Gracias pointed out 
that die birds live a perfectly 
free life out of doors until they 
reach the age when their 
wings cross over each other at 
the back, at about four 
months. The gavage, or forced 
feeding, for chick lasts only 12 
days. “The object is not to 
produce an enormous bird, 
but to develop its liver well. It 
is best to start with a fat duck, 
but a huge liver is not good.” 

A recent scandal about the 
treatment of ducks by the 


large industrial producers of 
foie gras de canard resulted in 
Switzerland banning all im¬ 
ports of foie gras. The produc¬ 
ers were accused of cutting off 
the ends of die creatures' 
beaks to make it easier to 
force-feed them. Although 
ducks, die Gracias agreel 
were more difficult to feed, 
they maintained that it was 
unthinkable that any Gascon 
fanner would contemplate do¬ 
ing such a thing. If they had a 
particularly awkward duck, 
they would let it go. 

French foie gras has not 
been having an easy time 
lately. In 1990. national pro¬ 
duction readied a record total 
of 6.000 tons. The following 
year it was down to4.000tons. 
This was largely due to the 
importation at cheap foie gras 
from Hungary, other east 
European countries, and even 
Israel. The inevitable result of 
this has been a reluctance on 
the part of banks to help 
producers, and a consequent 
drop in quality. 


N 


one of this affects 
Mme Gratia, in 
whose restaurant 
one gets nothing 
but the highest quality, both of 
produce and cooking. She, as a 
former producer, knows what 
she wants. None the less, she 
buys only separate livers, 
because you cannot judge the 
mart quality and condition 
from die outside of a bird. 

Mme Gracia’s main suppli¬ 
er, Alain Cescalti. lives on a 
farm three miles away, just 
outside the small town of 
Mfain. He has 50 acres of land 
on which he keeps 1,800 duties 
and 200 geese. Each group of 
200 ducks needs living space 
of nearly Ih. acres. 

The geese, which eat a lot of 
grass, live in a larger area, a 
long, sloping field, with views 
across the valley leading to 
Poudenas. Faxes are a hazard. 
M Cescalti has installed lights 
to deter them, “but nothing 
puts them off. they still come". 

There was happier evidence 
of the geese's trust in M 
Cescalti. They crowded round 
him with no expectation of 


food. “To do this job. you must 
like it and like the creatures." 
he said. “I started when I was 
IS my mother had an accident 
arid I had to take over. It is 
essential only one person per¬ 
forms the gavage ; one cannot 
chang e over in the middle."' 

The gavage is not the horri¬ 
ble thine that it is made out to 
be. It takes place in a special 
building that is kept always at 
a temperature of IOC Nowa¬ 
days, it is done mechanically. 
M Cescalti puts a tube down 
the bird’s throat and a pump 
drives the maize down. The 
process lasts 30 seconds. He 
feeds the duties twice a day for 
ten to 12 days, giving titan a 
kilogram (221b) of maize at 
each feed. 

The geese are fed three times 
a day with a kilogram, and 
their gavage lasts 17 to 25 days. 

I left M Cescalti’s form well 
satisfied that, for all the fuss, 
there are many far more 
brutal things done to animals 
by food manufac turers than 
ever befell a Gascon goose. 

Of course, in these days of 
food faddism, another charge 
laid against foie eras is that it 
must be unhealthy. Eat being 
anathema to health freaks. 
Recent research provides 
much merriment in this 
realm. The people of south¬ 
western France eat twice as 
much foie gras as other 
Frenchmen and at least 50 
times as much as. say. the 
average American. 

In America every year. 315 
out of every 100.000 middle- 
aged men die of heart attacks. 
In France generally, the figure 
is 145. In Toulouse, not for 
from die heart of foie gras 
country, the comparable num¬ 
ber is only 80. 

These statistics are deeply 
paining to American scien¬ 
tists. who are driven to won¬ 
der. contrary to all accepted 
health lore, whether France's 
better health is not due to a 
mixture of wine, olive oil and 
foie gras — three delights of 
gastronomy.

Chfiteau d’Yquem is the 
sauternes name — and rightly 
so. More economically priced 
sauternes bottles this summer 
include the 1990Clos I’Abetiley 
(Sainsbury’s, £825 half bottle) 
whose delicate, waxy, pine¬ 
apple flavour would make a 
good aperitif.

Where faith 
strives for 
perfection 

Ruth Gledhill spends the sabbath at 
a thriving synagogue in Harrogate

BEFORE stepping 
over the threshold 
into the Harrogate 
synagogue. 1 was 
engaged in rabbinic 
debate by the vice- 
president of the syn¬ 
agogue, Harry 
Brown, a layman, and Dr Solomon 
Brown, the visiting rabbi. 

The question was whether I 
could take notes on the sabbath, a 
day of rest when carrying pens, 
opening notebooks and all other 
forms of work are proscribed by 
Orthodox Jews. To my surprise, the 
rabbi argued in favour, in the 
interests of accuracy. Although all 
visitors should respect die tradi¬ 
tions of the host community, one 
horn another tradition must be 
allowed to do as 
they pleased, he 
said. 

Orthodox Jews oc¬ 
casionally visit Har¬ 
rogate from nearby 
York, where the 
community has nev¬ 
er recovered from 
the Clifford's Tower 
massacre of 1190 
and the expulsion of 
Jews from Britain a 
century later. 

Harrogate is one 
of the few . syna¬ 
gogues surviving in the north from 
the 19th and early 20th centuries. 

Many synagogues in nearby 
towns have disappeared this centu¬ 
ry in a decline which began after 
the end of the second world war. 
and which was only slightly offset 
by refugees arriving from the 
Continent during the war. Even in 
towns with thriving communities, 
such as Leeds, the Jewish commun¬ 
ity fell from 29,000 to 14,000 
between 1955 and 1985. 

Harrogate has about 80 Jewish 
families, and here the decline — a 
consequence of secularisation and 
migration, usually to London — is 
thought to have bottomed out. 
Rabbi Brown said the community 
had survived in Harrogate because 
"it is a gracious town with a

distinctive air about it, where 
people like to retire”. He is himself 
the retired senior rabbi of a 
synagogue of 1.200 in Leeds, and 
serves on a rota of available rabbis 
who take services at Harrogate. 

The Harrogate congregation was 
founded in 1918 in a room above a 
shop, before moving to a Sunday 
school adjoining St Mary's church. 
In 1925, when the church "was 
demolished and rebuilt elsewhere, 
they bought and converted the 
school. The Jewish Studies library 
at London University keeps a copy 
of the consecration sermon 
preached by the then Chief Rabbi. 
Joseph Hertz, who explained the 
use of the word shule for syna¬ 
gogue in Orthodox circles. “It 
sprang from the fact that in 
medieval docu¬ 
ments the monks 
preferred to speak of 
the synagogue 
under the Latin 
name scola. being 
unwilling to recog¬ 
nise it as a house of 
worship.” he said. 

In 1968 the Sun¬ 
day school was de¬ 
molished and the 
present building 
was erected on the 
same site. All non- 
Jews are warmly 
welcomed. A Jehovah's Witness 
attends regularly because she en¬ 
joys tiie service. Judaism is not a 
proselytising religion but the presi¬ 
dent. Sandy Royston. told me “By 
the time you have finished you will 
want to convert" 

The men opened Shacharit, or 
morning prayer, with the words: 
“Blessed art thou. O Lord our God. 
King of die universe, who hast not 
made me a woman.” Seated above 
them, in hats, long skirts and smart 
jackets, we women read instead: 
“Blessed art thou, O Lord our God, 
King of the universe, who hast 
made me according to thy will." 
There in the gallery, I grew soon to 
be grateful for my sex, because the 
two-hour service could be enliv¬ 
ened by interesting conversation.

although this did throw some new 
light for me on St Paul's injunction 
on women to keep silent in the 
churches. 

The men beneath us wore white 
prayer shawls, or talliu and often 
kissed the fringes, an act of 
devotion. They wore skull caps, 
called yarmelka in the north and 
cuppal in London. Harry Brown 
wore a silk top hat He sat in a box 
in front of the bima. a raised 
platform from which Mr Royston, 
as a lay reader, took the first half of 
the service. 

We had to miss some prayers 
because there was not a minyan. 
tite ten men needed for a congrega¬ 
tion to worship, a tradition which 
dates from the time of Moses. The 
service was difficult to follow, 
partly because it was in Hebrew 
but mainly because of the speed 
with which we moved to different 
parts of the service book. I was 
helped by Lynne Dante, my neigh¬ 
bour. whose husband mouthed the 


page numbers up at us from his 
bench below. Everyone, including 
the women, sang through parts of 
the service, led by Mr Royston. 
Some of the melodies were beauti¬ 
ful and exotic, and seemed to evoke 
the sun and sand of Israel, helping 
us forget the rain outside. 

By 1030am the necessary num¬ 
ber of men had arrived, and we 
moved into the lehning, the read¬ 
ing from tite scrolls of the Torah, 
the law, before the musaf. the 
sabbath prayer. We stood to fare 
the ark, the Aron Hakodesh, in 
which the parchment scrolls are 
kept. 

The reading of the law, the first 
five books of the Bible, was divided 
into seven parts. Seven members of 
congregation were called to follow 
it on the bima as the rabbi read 
using a yad, a silver pointer, to 
follow the script A layman then 
read the lesson from haphlorah, 
tiie prophets, this week Jeremiah,

Wrest Parkis remarkable fbr the 
continuity of its history. The prop¬ 
erty of foe Grey family for 600 
years until it was sold in HM7, many 
celebrated architects and designers 
were associated with , its devodp- 
rnent Hie fine chfitean-style 19th- 
century bouse (designed princip¬ 
ally ty the 2nd Eari de Grey) was 
set north of the eariier buDtHhg,

find looks over a wide terrace and 
parterres'of classical statuary and 
lawns, to the graceful LongCanal, 
which leads the eye to a classical, 
domed pavilion designed by Thom¬ 
as Archer in. 1710, thought to be one 
of the most beautiful garden braid¬ 
ings in Britain. 

. The happy mter-relationships be¬ 
tween the lawns, the sculptures, 
woods and waters are designed to 
please as well as impress. Walking 
the cunning, interwoven paths of 
thewoodlands, you lose your sense 
’of direction, coming unexpectedly 
on lovely vistas, quiet enclosures, 
and glorious views across pools 
and canals. " 

Three hundred years of garden 
history are reflected within Wrest 
Park and undo- the ownership of 
Elfish Heritage, the latest scheme 


for restoration and improvement & 
as sympathetic to the spirit of the 
place as its previous family owners 
could have wished. 

A masterplan drawn up by 
Dominic Cole of Land Use Consul¬ 
tants emphasises the importance of 
accentuating the lines of the earlier 
garden plans. Restoration of die 
Archer pavflkm and die bowling 
green house has been completed: 
paths and vistas (rf the 19fh century 
woodland garden have been rein¬ 
stated, and leaking and silted 
waterways mended. Future works 
wifl be carried oat gradually by the 
SDsoe Research Institute (which 
occupies office space in part of the 
braiding and maintains foe park) 
as labour and finances allow. 

Although listed Grade I in the 
ftngHsh Heritage Register of His¬ 


toric Parks and Gardens. Wrest is 
not well known, possibly because it 
has only limited opportunities for 
visiting. Hiis week it is open for an 
extra day in addition to its usual 
weekend opening. 

It is a place to explore at leisure: 
to enjoy foe grandeur of the upper 
garden, restored orangery, and 
impressive grove of cedars, the 
adjacent bath-house • folly and 
garden, and foe secret grove with 
foe delicate Chinese pavilion. 
Wrest Park is permeated by an 
atmosphere of playfulness and 
invention, as much a delight now 
as in previous centuries.

Getting 

the 

mega-bugs 

bug 

If a close encounter with a 12-metre 
creepy-crawly sounds like fun, 
Jane Bidder knows just where to go 


H ow does a caterpillar 
scare away enemies? 
Why does a cicada sing 
so sweetly? What do 
atlas beetles do if they don’t like 
each other? 

If these questions have given you 
or your children the bug (see end of 
panel for the answers), you should 
head for the Natural History 
Museum in London and an amaz¬ 
ingly realistic (and hands-on) exhi¬ 
bition on insects, called 
" Megabugs”. 

Eight-year-old Alexander Brown 
from Leicester thought it was great 
“I particularly liked that enormous 
mosquito [depicted by a robotic 
model 600 times bigger than the 
real thing). It looked like it was 
sucking blood from a dinosaur.” 
(Not quite correct it is actually a 
sugar cube. But why curb 
child's imagination?) 

No wonder Alexan¬ 
der was entranced. 

The minute you en¬ 
ter the exhibition, it 
is as though you 
have stepped on to 
a film set for Bug 
Land. Room No 1 
comprises an enor¬ 
mous dark theatre with 
special 3-D glasses for visi¬ 
tors of any age to view the screen in 
from. 

The glasses show the insects in 
three-dimensional focus so that 
they seem to jump out of the 
screen," says Tim Gardom. senior 
writer at Imagination, a commun¬ 
ications company which designed 
the exhibition for the museum. His 
own three small children (aged six. 
four and nearly two), who like 
nothing better than exploring the 
garden for worms, were particular¬ 


ly taken by the sighr of a louse, 
magnified 250 times. 

Seeing is believing in the next 
display — the models are 12 metres 
high and are pre-programmed to 
move. Alexander loved the locust 
(with its 6-metre wing span) 
because it took off and sprang 
around. He was mesmerised by the 
praying mantis rearing up to catch 
its moth victim — and tv the stag 
beetles, which demonstrated the art 
of locking horns. 

But. as all small children will tell 
you. the thing they love best is to get 
their own hot little hands on to 
something. Forget the “Do Not 
Touch" notices from museums of 
our own youth. In the “inter-active

area", children are encouraged to 
handle exhibits. At “Megabugs". 
five to seven-year-olds are invited to 
“build an insect" from a large 
jigsaw (one metre square) set on a 
sloping table for easy access. You 
soon realise that to assemble a 
proper insect, you need three body 
sections and six legs. Older child¬ 
ren are also given pictures of 


insects and of counterfeits and 
asked to write down which are 
real and which are false. 

“We want to get child¬ 
ren to look again at 
insects which ini¬ 
tially may seem too 
small to be interest¬ 
ing." Mr Gardom 
says. Which leads 
us to die next dis¬ 
play. “How Many 
Insects?”. Small visi¬ 
tors are shown pictures on 
a touch-screen and asked to 
guess how many insects are hidden 
m them. It's not as easy as it 
sounds. Surely, that's just an 
ordinaty leaf? Not at all. At the 
press of a button, the picture 
changes to reveal a stick insect 
cleverly camouflaged to blend into 
its surroundings. Even those dev- 
er-clogs whoVe already spotted the 
hidden insect can learn something 
new. “Spell ‘camouflage’.” I asked 
my nine-year-oid. and he did. 

“Megabugs” also demonstrates 


that small children are not die only 
creatures good at making a noise. 
“People don't realise that bugs can 
make quite a racket.” Mr Gardom 
says. “Cockroaches hiss violently 
when mating by squeezing out air 
through the breathing apertures in 
their sides. 

“And grasshoppers rub their 
bade legs against an inside rausde 
to make that powerful chirping 
noise." 

Amazing. And what's more it’s 
free, if you pick your times carefully 
— see details below. 

• “Megabugs” is on display at the 
Natural History Museum, Cromwell 
Road. London SW7SBD (071-938 9123). 
until the end of October (it will then 
tour Europe for ten years). Museum 
admission free 4J0-5-50pm (weekdays) 
and 5-5.50pm (weekends). From 10am- 
430pm Monday to Saturday, and 
llam-5pm on Sunday, the exhibition 
itself is free althoughyou have to pqv the 
museum’s normal admission fees: £12 
for a family ticket (two adults and four 
children), or £430 per adult and £230 
per child- No charge for under-fives.

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B lade pepper adds its 
own hear and spici¬ 
ness to food, but also 
has another useful quality; 
it brings out the flavour of 
tee ingredients with which 
it is used. To test this, you 
have only to slice some 
strawberries, and grind a 
lirtle blade pepper over 
them before eating. 

Black, white and green 
peppercorns are simply dif¬ 
ferent stages in the matura¬ 
tion process of the fruit of 
the “piper nigrum", tee 
pepper vine which is trained 
to grow up host trees. The 
green berries grow dus- 
fered on small stems, and 
we can occasionally get 
them here in this very fresh 
state. 1 like to use them just 
lightly bruised, in fish dish¬ 
es, curries, chicken dishes 
and soups. When berries 
are picked in an immature 
stage, stripped from the 
stem, and freeze-dried or 
put into brine, the result is 
green peppercorns, which 
make a good pepper steak 
when crushed. 

Other peppercorns are 
picked unripe, and left to 
ferment and then dry in tee 
sun. These become blade 
peppercorns. When the 
wrinkled husk is removed 
after soaking, and the ber¬ 
ries are left to dry and 
bleach in tee sun. smooth 
white peppercorns are 
produced 

White pepper is particu¬ 
larly good added to dishes 
whose appearance would be 
spoilt by black specks. 
White pepper is not as 
subtle in flavour and aroma 
as black pepper, more of a 
sneeze powder. Mignonette 
pepper is simply a mixture 


of blade and white pepper¬ 
corns ground together. 

I like to make up my own 
pepper mixes to include 
some of the other berries 
which we call peppers out of 
convenience rather than 
accuracy. Jamaica pepper 
or allspice is a large dried 
berry, and, as its name 
implies, has a flavour which 
hints at cinnamon, doves 
and nutmegs.

Coarsely 
ground, it is excellent with 
beef or pork casseroles. 

Sichuan pepper is an 
important ingredient in 
Chinese cookery. It is the 
dried hull of the fruit of the 
prickly ash tree and has a 
spicy, curiously mouth- 
numbing effect “Sansho" is 
tee Japanese pepper from a 
similar tree. 

On tee high seas from 
India, as I write this, is the 
pepper teat will soon be¬ 
come all the rage.

How old is your house? Marcus Binney suggests some useful sources for amateur detectives

E very house has a history, 
and researchers are con¬ 
stantly finding new and 
ingenious ways of dating 
and documenting even the hum¬ 
blest dwelling. 

I had never thought of street 
drainage plans as a means of 
identifying a date and architect, 
until Robert Holder of the Victorian 
Society suggested h. “Many local 
councils hold the original drainage 
layouts submitted when streets 
were first developed, sometimes 
from the 1860s onwards, and they 
have been retained for use when 
the council digs up the road. 

“If they are not actually dated, 
the date of their receipt may be 
recorded, and often they are signed 
by the architect developer or 
builder.” Several local authorities 
have put these plans on microfilm, 
so printouts are quickly available. 

Ian Gow of the National Monu¬ 
ments Record for Scotland reports 
another useful source. “When the 
first edition of the Ordnance Survey 
was being drawn in the last 
century, books were kept recording 
the names of numerous houses. 
The mapmakers had to get stan¬ 
dard spellings and would go to the 
local minister or schoolmaster, 
recording not only names of houses 
but who was living there.” he says. 
In Scotland reprints are available 
through the National Library of

Scotland in Edinburgh (031-226 
4531). at E320 plus VAT. In 
England contact your county 
record offices, or the Ordnance 
Survey in Southampton (0703 
79233®, which charges £2750. 

Company records are another 
revealing source. One researcher 
has indexed all the 18th-century 
insurance material for the (rid town 
of Edinburgh. Most houses were 
divided into Oats, and the insurers 
recorded who was living above and 
below, so by degrees a complete 
picture of residents can be built up. 

From the early part of this 
century, building in towns and 
suburbs required planning permis¬ 
sion. and tiie original plans and 
elevations, including detailed pic¬ 
tures of facades, may be on file, 
either with the planning authority 
itself or at the local library. These 
too are likely to be signed by the 
architect or builder. 

Another source is census returns, 
taken at ten-year intervals from 
1841 onwards. These may be con¬ 


sulted (usually on microfilm) at 
main public libraries and county 
record offices. It is important to 
note the names of immediate 
neighbours as you work bade, as 
sometimes numbering or even 
street names can change. 

For 18th-century houses, the par¬ 
ish rate bodes, oiften held in local 
libraries, can be a useful source. 
Just occasionally the architect is 
noted as paying the rates while the 
house was being built 

In Brighton Nick Tyson, who is 
restoring a terrace house to its 
original appearance, has tapped 
another rich seam of information. 
“Since the Land Registry was 
established, solicitors have started 
shredding or chucking out deeds as 
they are not legal documents any 
more.” he says. “We're forming a 
repository for Brunswick Town 
here in Hove. If the deeds are a 
complete set. you get the builder or 
speculator, as well as a record of 
occupiers, both buyers and tenants. 
Bolted on there are often family 


wills or inventories detailing furni¬ 
ture and uses of rooms when the 
houses or rooms are let” 

Mr Tyson is concerned that some 
solicitors are destroying these valu¬ 
able documents on grounds of 
client confidentiality, when they 
should be deposited in county 
record offices. “Some find their way. 
to the local flea market where you 
can pick them up for 50p.” 

If you live in an inter-war semi, 
Julian Holder of the Twentieth 
Century Society has another line of 
attack. The original builders are 
often still in existence. Go to the 
local history library and see if you 
can pull out any press cuttings or 
early sales particulars for your 
street Estate agents often marketed 
semis using the name of the builder 
— just as we talk about Barrett 
houses. Then go and look up the 
builder in the Yellow Pages. They 
may have original brochures or 
even plans. There was a lot of 
rivalry between different local 
builders, and often there will be 


someone who recalls the special 
sales points which may be a major 
feature of your house, such as tOe 
ha ng ing or a particular porch." 

For isolated buildings in the 
country, the maps in record offices 
can be a useful source. Huw 
Thomas, an architect in Winchester 
who specialises in ingenious bam 
conversions. • says: “1 go to the 
county record office and enlist their 
help in tracing the bam bade from 
<me map to another, arid usually 
get a fairly dose date from when it 
was first marked.” 

Valuable for almost any house 
are the 25in to one mile Ordnance 
Survey maps produced from mid- 
Victonan times to the first world 
war. Local libraries or booksellers 
may sell reprints, and they are also 
available from the OS itself 

Before this, there were tithe 
maps, accurately drawn on a large 
scale. Properties are dearly 
marked and numbered, as are 
fields. From the numbers you can 
find the “apportionments” that 
accompany the map in bode form, 
naming individual landowners and 
tenants. All this is research you can 
do yourself, with a little expert help 
from library and record office staff.

Beyond 


the sound 


barrier 


Youssou N’Dour talks of making modem 
African music that is also accessible 


to Western audiences. Clive Daws listens 


H ere comes the crowd. 

through the doors of 
the old Paris Opera, 
past the busts of Ra¬ 
meau, Gluck and Lully. As they 
climb the gaudy Second Empire 
staircase, young concertgoers in 
blue jeans mingle with African 
couples dressed in sumptuous 
robes, It is not die kind of audience 
usually associated with this temple 
of high culture. This is. to quote the 
headline in the newspaper Libera¬ 
tion . “une nutt noire a I "Opera". 

The evening marks the launch of 
“Paris Quartier d^te". a month¬ 
long multi-media festival which 
this year focuses on Africa. On this 
humid summer's evening, the audi¬ 
ence has come to pay homage to 
Youssou N’Dour, the star and 
master of ceremonies of a pageant 
celebrating the cultural heritage of 
West Africa. 

The event, drawing on the talents 
of some 30 musicians and dancers, 
is a portrait of a continent in 
transition between the old and die 
new. The show begins with a re- 
enactment of ancestral tales and 
rituals, accompanied by the hyp¬ 
notic chanting and dancing of 
members of the devout Islamic sect 
Baye Fall. 

After brief appearances from 
Alcha Korte and Djanka Diabate, 
two popular female singers from 
Ivory Coast and Guinea respective¬ 
ly. N’Dour saunters onto the stage 
for the climax of the show: a set by 
his ten-piece band, the Super Etoile 
de Dakar. Earlier he had sung a 
traditional praise-song. Now he 
switches to emphatic electro-pop 
rhythms, the sound of contempo¬ 
rary Senegal. 

On the far side of the stage a 
group of traditional drummers 
generate complex cross-rhythms, 
sometimes struggling to make 
themselves heard above the guitars 
and electric keyboards. As N’Dour 
wends his way through his songs— 
some of them delivered in French, 
roost in his native Wolof — there 
are shrieks of approval from the 
balcony. For this evening the Opera 


has become a Dakar nightclub. 

The following afternoon N'Dour. 
still tired after the night's exertions, 
is relaxing on the patioof his hotel, 
just off the tourist trail in Mont¬ 
martre. He has slept late, and it will 
soon be time for him to read a voice¬ 
over for Eyes Open, a documentary 
about his music to be screened on 
Channel 4 on Tuesday. Celia 
Lowenstein’s impressionistic film, 
which bears the same title as 
N’Dour's most recent album, traces 
a day in the life of Dakar as N'Dour 
roams the district where he grew 
up and learned his craft. 

Now 33. he has been performing 
in public since he was a boy, 
encouraged by his mother, a mem¬ 
ber of the hereditary caste of 
troubadors and social commenta¬ 
tors known as “griots”. By the late 
Seventies he was already one of the 
country's most renowned singers, 
his music reaching expatriates in 
Paris and the rest of Europe 
through a multitude of pirated 
cassettes. 

After N’Dour’s London debut in 
1984, Peter Gabriel invited him on a 
world tour. Soon the newcomer 
was taking part in an Amnesty 
International tour with Gabriel. 
Sting and Bruce Springsteen. Hav¬ 
ing signed a recording contract 
with Virgin, N’Dour was being 
groomed as the first Third World 
superstar since the death of his idol, 
Bob Mar ley. But while albums 
such as The Lion were generally 
well received by the critics, sales 
were disappointing — by the nor¬ 
mal standards of rock accountancy, 
at least — and there was a parting 
of the ways. 

Eyes Open, which was released 
last year, was issued on a label set 
up by the film director Spike Lee, 
with distribution through Colum¬ 
bia. “I think the problem with 
Virgin was that they thought of me 
as a pop artist," says N’Dour. *1 
think they expected me to seQ 
millions of records straight away. I 
can't be treated like Phil Collins. 
Cest pas la mftme chose. 

"Spike contacted me. and came to

Dakar for two weeks. If it had just 
been his company, I would nave 
said no. Spike doesn't have much 
experience in running a label, and 
he doesn't have the time. But a 
company like Columbia has a lot of 
experience with artists, like jazz 
musicians, who don’t have a mas¬ 
sive market” 

So far his American audience has 
largely been confined to whites, 
though he recently played a concert 
at the celebrated Apollo Theatre in 
Harlem. For all die talk of 
Afrocentrism, most young blade 
record-buyers nanain indifferent 
towards the continent’s pop music. 
While modem rap music may 
ultimately have roots in Africa. 
N’Dour regards it as a rudimenta¬ 
ry form. 


"I understand the message and 
where it comes from. The commun¬ 
ity has something to say and 
perhaps doesn't have the means to 
say it They say what they feel and 
that's very positive, but I’m not a 
fen. We have a stronger form of rap 
back home.” 


T hough he prefers to an¬ 
swer questions in French, 
N'Dour sang in both Eng¬ 
lish and FVench on Byes 
Open, as well as in three Senega¬ 
lese languages. The mechanics of 
reaching out to an international 
audience dearly interest him (“I'm 
not happy singing in front of 2.000 
people Who don’t understand what 
bn saying"). In Lowenstein’s film 
we seehim at the mixing desk of his 


recording studio, demonstrating 
how the multi-layered rhythms in 
his music — known as “mbalax” 
(pronounced “umbalak") — can be 
simplified by the addition of a 
strong first beat, a ploy which helps 
outsiders get to grips with the 
underlying pulse. 

. Though die talking drum, the 
tarna. is still a feature of the Super 
Etoile, N'Dour moved away- from 
total reliance on traditional instru¬ 
ments, such as the kora, early in his 
career, since they could only be 
used in a limited number of keys. 
Electric guitars, while far more 
flexible, retain enough of the fla¬ 
vour of traditional music. Among 
some of his followers, however, 
there are mutterings that the 
process has now gone too far, and 


that the sound has become too 
Westernised.- 

At the Paris Op&ra concert it was 
often diffinitt to hear the tanring 
drum at all N’Dour agree that the 
sound mix is not always ideal, but 
the tama. he insists, will always 
stay at the root of his art. providing 
a response to his-bwn.phrases. In 
any case, as Celia Lowtnstein 
points out the urban musicians of 
Senegal have always -absorbed 
outside influences. 

Afro-Cuban rhythms, for exam¬ 
ple, were a staple of Dakar's 
nightclubs far decades; N’Dour 
himself started, .out playing in a, 
similar style. “It'S a vexy gheUaised 
view of African irituac tn fffink that 
Africans should only makrAfrican 
music,” says Lowenstem. “There 


are no more frontiers. Youssou 
listens to different music from 
around the world, and Europeans 
are playing African music. Dakar 
is both an African and a European 
tity—you can’t get away from that 
But the griot heritage is a very 
important part of his work. The 
music may sound tike rode it roll 
but it's coming out of a tradition."

Epic journeys in a 
northern landscape 


S ir Colin Davis reminded 
us, unforgettably, of the 
existence of Sibelius’S 
little-recorded symphonic 
poem Kullervo in a centenary 
performance of the work with 
the London Symphony Or¬ 
chestra and Helsinki Univer¬ 
sity Chorus at the Barbican’S 
Tender is the North festival 
last autumn. Nine months 
earlier, the same Chorus was 
recording the work with the 
Los Angeles Philharmonic 
and Esa-Pekka Salonen (Sony 
SK 32563). Their taut hard- 
edged performance of this 
dramatic episode of the 
Kalevala. epic-compendium 
of Finnish folklore, is a most 
welcome addition to the 
catalogue. 

When the work was first 
performed in 1S92. the conduc¬ 
tor Robert Kajanus hailed it as 
“a great, rolling spring torrent 
of Finnish music burst upon 
us from the backwoods” Yet 
the composer wanted it de¬ 
stroyed. He was, after all. 
moving away from the folk- 
hero image to associate him¬ 
self with the European 
symphonic tradition. What is 
more, he was unhappy with 
his setting of the elusive 
Kalevala metre which the 



Helsinki singers recreate so 
persuasively in their narrative 
of the fearsome events of 
Kullervo’S life. 

As the story unfolds of the 
feted youth’s melancholic up¬ 
bringing. his incestuous en¬ 
counter wife his sister, his 
battles and his suicide. 
Salonen and his orchestra 
recreate fee bright, near-dis¬ 
tance of Sibelius’s violin writ¬ 
ing. the long perspectives of 
his hom-calls, fee teasing 
foreground of the wind solos, 
and the hill backdrop of the 
strings. The long, deep chords 
of Kullervo’s fate theme, and 
the shamanistic power of the 
shuddering, re-echoing brass 
chords make this a compelling 
rite of spring, focused in the 
anguished voices of Jorma 
Hynninen and Marianna 
Rorholm. 

Mariss Jansons and the 
Oslo PfaiUianiioiuc also do 
Sibelius proud in their new 
recording of his Symphony No 
2 (EMI CDC 7 54804 2). Hie 
piece needs clear, long sight to 
unify its apparently dis¬ 
connected themes and to seize 


hold of its momentum; and 
Jansons has it The splendid 
Oslo strings bring supple 
strength to the music’s song 
and. in a spacious, airy record¬ 
ing, fee finest balance to its 
instrumental textures. 

This orchestra, too, looks to 
the Kalevala in the second of 
the Four Legends, "The Swan 
of Tuonela”, from the suite 
Sibelius wrote around fee life 
of the young hero Lenunin- 
kainen. Jansons *s view of the 
strange beauty of this north¬ 
ern kingdom of death is a 
memorable one. Finely scaled, 
almost incorporeal playing is 
answered by a no less dark 
Valse triste, and then the 
radiant late hymn for high 
strings which is Sibelius'S 
Andante festivo. 

The new stature of the Oslo 
Philharmonic under Jansons 
has proved something of a 
stimulus for the Bergen Phil¬ 
harmonic up tiie ooast. This 
year’s Grieg celebrations, too, 
have dearly focused their 
minds and energies, and their 
latest recording of Grieg's 
Symphony and Symphonic 
Dances (Virgin Classics VC 7 
59301 2) shows them to be a 
mettlesome band. 

Cantniriwise to Sibelius

with his Kullervo, Grieg toial- 
ly rejected his early Symphony 
because it belonged "to a 
vanished Schumann period of 
my life”, and what he wanted 
was nourishment from Nor¬ 
wegian roots. True enough, 
despite the harmonic gear 
changes and melodic inflec¬ 
tions which are distinctively, if 
fleetingly, Grieg’s own. the 
Symphony does bend the knee 
over-reverentialJy to German 
symphonic hegemony. But it is 


a well-made and robustly 
imaginative work which acts 
as a good foil for the real songs 
of Norway which Grieg assim¬ 
ilated in the sophisticated yet 
earthy Op 64 Symphonic 
Dances. 

Just in case Sweden should 
feel left out in all this, fee 
Gothenburg Symphony Or¬ 
chestra and Neeme Jfirvi have 
offered their own responses in 
the Lyric Suite and concert 
overture In Autumn, which 


forms another contribution to 
the Deutsche Graramophon's 
excellent Griegfest in disc (DG 
437 524-2). They include the 
mysterious, impressionistic 
“Bellringing” in their soberly 
eloquent and meticulously 
studied Lyric Suite and com¬ 
plete their programme with a 
muscular, heroic performance 
of fee Piano Concerto wife 
Lilya Ziiberstein.

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Stephen Pettitt reports from Istanbul on a wide-ranging, seven-week summer festival of music and dance 


I stanbul is a travel writer's 
dream. Less obviously, 
and despite rampant infla¬ 
tion, it is home for seven weeks 
in the summer to a thriving 
festival of music and dance. 
TTiis is its 2lstyear. and artists 
came from tar and wide, 
giving concerts of everything 
from Turkish traditional 
music to rode and jazz (includ¬ 
ing concerts by Sung), as well 
as the solid classical fere that 
is at the festival’s heart. 

Largely thanks to the 
organisational acumen of the 
local British Council office, 
many of the participants this 
year were British. Besides 
individuals like George Mal¬ 
colm, Evelyn Glennie. Steven 
Isserlis, Maggie Cole and 
Wayne Marshall there was 
also the London Symphony 
Orchestra and Pierre Boulez, 
whose two relatively adventur¬ 
ous programmes (Stravinsky’s 
The Rite of Spring. Webern’s 
Op 6 Orchestral Pieces, 


Culture at the crossroads 


Schoenberg'S Five Pieces, Op 
16, Debussy's Jeux) had appar¬ 
ently been well received the 
week before I arrived. The 
London Pro Musica Choir had 
also been and gone, having 
sung in the first performance 
in Turkey of Beethoven's Mis- 
saSolemnis. 

Mdih Fereli. previously a 
London-based businessman 
and member of the Fhflhar- 
mania Choir, is the new 
general manager of the body 
responsible for the festival: the 
Istanbul Foundation for Cul¬ 
ture and the Arts. A man of 
energy and flair, Fereli took 
the chair earlier in the year 
and so inherited somebody 
clse’s programming. Next 
year, with fee help of the 
festival's general adviser. Sir 
John Tootey, he intends — 
wisely—to condense the event 


into a shorter time-span and 
also to give h a central focus. 
Dvof&k and Czech music is 
high on the list of possibilities. 

During my three days 1 
heard just two. rather indiffer¬ 
ent concerts. Christopher 
Hogwood and the Academy of 
Ancient Music’s dogged play¬ 
ing of two Haydn Symphonies 
(Nos 57 and 64) and Mozart’s 
Fourth Horn Concerto (rather 
erratically delivered by Antho¬ 
ny Halstead) was at feast offset 
by their vivid performance of 
Luigi Boccherini's marvel¬ 
lously melodramatic sympho¬ 
ny Op 12 No 4, "La Casa 
Diavola". Admittedly the reso¬ 
nant acoustic of the lovely 6th- 
century church of St Irene did 
not exactly illuminate fee col¬ 
ours of tills music. 

The acoustics seemed to be 
more sympathetic towards the 


modem strings of the Israel 

Chamber Orchestra. For the 
first of fee group’s two con¬ 
certs. however, Shlomo Mintz, 
its director and sok> violinist, 
devised a curious programme 
whose first half, consisting of 
three Vivaldi Violin Concertos, 
all of them in D. was predict¬ 
ably tedious, for all the sonic 
beauty of Minted playing. 

The second half offered 
more substantial fare, though 
Mine shaped phrases awk¬ 
wardly in Britten's Frank 
Bridge Variations, while Sho¬ 
stakovich’s bleak Chamber 


Symphony, Op 1 ISa, the string 
orchestra version of his Tenth 


Quartet, needed a greater 
sense of impetus. 

The following evening the 
Royal Ballet arrived for its 
Turkish debut. I saw the 
second cast in a triple bill (they 


were later due to dance Mac¬ 
Millan’S Mayerlingf. The 
dancing progressed from the 
acceptable in Anthony 
Dowell'S realisation of Balan¬ 
chine's Ballet Imperial to 
something physically crisper 
in Ashton's wittilytouching A 
Month in the Country, and 
then to the intensely disci¬ 
plined and moving in Mac¬ 
Millan's stark interpretation 
of Poulenc* Gloria. 

Local hero Irek 
Mukhamedov was unable to 
dance because of injury, which 
disappointed audiences and 

sponsors; but they cannot 
have been disappointed by 
what they saw. The Istanbul 
State Opera and Ballet Or¬ 
chestra under Anthony Twin- 
0*5 • baton were excellent, 
while Philip Gammon’s piano 
playing in die first two pieces 
(Tchaikovsky's Second Kano 
Concerto and a challenging 
selection of Chopin) -was posi¬ 
tively heroic. 


Positive vibes in 
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I t is a well known scientific 
feet that Milt Jackson has 
fee ability to inject soul 
into any. piece of music ask 
him to play “God Save The 
Queerr”, and you can be confi¬ 
dent that he will produce an 
exuberant tour de force. . 

This most instinctive of im¬ 
provisers has long been a 
cornerstone of the archetypal 
chamber group, the Modem 
Jazz Quartet Year in. year out 
he has donned his dinner 
jacket adopted a solemn ex¬ 
pression, and engaged in be¬ 
witching duels wife the self¬ 
consciously baroque piano of 
John Lewis. The contrast be¬ 
tween Jackson’s freewheeling 
vibraphone and Lewis's man¬ 
nered fines has held the MJQ 
together fix: four decades. 
Long may it continue. 

Jackson, though, has regu¬ 
larly played truant to lead his 
own ad hoc groups. State¬ 
ments (Impulse! GRP-11302) is 
a typical, deceptively casual 
blowing session from 1961. 
Freed from the need to negoti¬ 
ate the MJQ’s fugues, Jackson 
is very much at home, spin¬ 
ning complex variations on 
simple blues patterns. His 
pianist. Hank Jones responds 
in kind. 

Exactly half of fee MJQ is 
on display here, since the 
impeccable Connie Kay is in 
place at the drums. Where 
most drummers feel obliged to 
signal their presence by con¬ 
stantly disrupting the pulse; 



Kay puts himself at the service 
of the other m usicians, creat- 
ing fee perfect backdrop. As a 
bonus, the disc also indudes 
four solid, down-home tracks 
from a 1964 set with Tammy 
Flanagan on piano and Jimmy 
Heath on saxophone. 


rmsT CALL 
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F rom the same decade 
comes a little known 
MJQ recording. Under 
The Jasmin Tree, fee product 
of an unlikely partnership 
with the Beatles’ short-lived 
Apple label (Apple CDSAP- 
OOR-4). The record was is¬ 
sued in 1968, sandwiched 
between albums by James 
Taylor and Mary Hopkin. Dig 
fee groovy artwork. 

So, are Lewis and his col¬ 
leagues buried beneath 
screaming feedback and lows 
beads? Fbrtunately not This is 
conventional MJQ fare, per¬ 
haps even more fastidious 
than usual, though there are 
some propulsive sequences in 
fee feree-part mini-s uite 
“Three little Feelings". 

The remastering process 
leaves something to be desired 
— the high-pitched chimes of 
Kay’s finger cymbals could 
induce a severe case of tinni¬ 
tus. For completists only, I

The Wexford Trilogy: 

Poor Beast in the Rain 

Today. BBC2.9pm 
The setting is a betting shop in 
a provincial Irish town, irs a 
place inhabited by shrunken 
people growing bitter or de¬ 
luded. and the ghost myths of 
the ones who have left them 
behind. 

Eileen is young and bored 
and yet to spoil. “By the time 
something reaches here it’s 
already gone out of fashion 
everywhere else," she com¬ 
plains. Georgie is her amiable 
young swain on his way to 
watch the All-Ireland hurling 
final. Steven is her sad man of 
a father, still half-broken by 
che memory of his wife run¬ 
ning out ten years earlier with 
the town hard man, glamor¬ 
ous Danger Doyle. Joe is the 
frenetic gambler still living 
high on the stories of his 
youthful adventures with 
Danger. And Molly (“a fine 
hold in her day"), who cleans 
around the shop, provides the 
harsh disappointed voice of 
bitter sense. “Forget about the 
nice fellas," she advises Ei¬ 
leen. “It's the bold boys you 
want to get your hands on." 

It's a sad, funny, self-con¬ 
tained world that could contin¬ 
ue for ever. It needs something 
to change it. so along comes 
Danger, swaggering in his 
natty suit and dangerous man¬ 
ner. to bring to the surface all 
the ugly, rueful emotions. Irs 



Occasionally, themed 
seasons are not just a 
bundle of repeats and 
bought-in cheapies under a 
fancy new label.

Now they 
play house music in the 
street"), and Zephaniah is 
good at explaining the mean¬ 
ings and connections of it all 
with the help of musicians, 
journalists, fashion designers 
and academics.

This is the story of the Magda¬ 
lene institutions, founded in 
Victorian times in Ireland and 
Scotland as hostels and laun¬ 
dry workplaces for fallen 
women.

Mary Magdalene, tbe ex-pros¬ 
titute, redeemed herself by 
. washing the feet of Jesus; these 
women could redeem them¬ 
selves by washing the dirty 
sheets of the world outside.) 
The last institution turned off 
its taps in 1975, but there are 
plenty of women around to 
talk about the wretched expe¬ 
rience of living and working in 
these places. 

It becomes dear that the 
women were not so much fall¬ 
en as just plain unwanted. 
They were a mixture of girls 
who had become pregnant, a 
few petty thieves, girls “at risk 


from local boys’ attentions or 
their own passions”, and un¬ 
married women whose fam¬ 
ilies couldn’t or didn't want to 
support them. 

A fascinating subject, it is 
dealt with in a tiresome way. 
History and biography and 
personal testimony drift con¬ 
fusedly through a mash of 
corny, under-lit images (when¬ 
ever the programme focuses 
on escape attempts, in slips a 
runaway gypsy girl splashing 
through puddles by twilight). 

True Stories: 

Tire Unforgiving 
Thursday, Channel 4,9.15pm 
It doesn’t matter how inured 
you might be to images of 
suffering or how indifferent or 
expert you are in the political 
intricacies of the Bosnian 
wars, this pro gr amm e is as¬ 
tonishingly powerful There 
are na good guys here, only 
victims, and a monster or two. 

The narrative drive is sup¬ 
plied by the story of Desa and 
Uja. a middle-aged Serbian 
couple who are looking for the 
body of their son who died, 
somewhere, nine months ago. 
Their guide is Mujo, a sorrow¬ 


ful Muslim, who used to be 
their friend, is now their pris¬ 
oner, and who might know 
where their son is buried — 

now!”lie says to ttesoldiers 
guarding hhn, not believing 
the couple’s daim tbal they 
only want bim-to guide them 
to the grave arid then he will 
be forgiven and free). 

Then we are into torture vic¬ 
tims’ testimony — brutal tales, 
of murder and rape and hu¬ 
miliation. A stream of Mus¬ 
lims who survived the Omar- 
ska camp tell "their grisly 
stories and name the head of 
security there, Zeljkso Mejakic. 
as a prime mover in the tor¬ 
tures. (One game popular 
among the camp guards was 
the competition to see in how 
few kids they awld kill a man. 
The regular winner was a big 
man who could do it m five.) 

The programmethen neatly 
aits to Megakic himself; tak¬ 
ing the camera crew .on a 
frieiidfy tour of the clean, 
bright compound. Mejakic 
has die look of a passionate 
ascetic he demes^any wrong¬ 
doing, or even a feeling of any 
hate for the opposing side. 


Thai we are shown the 
recently captured area of 
Jasenovic in northern Bosnia, 
where 700,000 Serbs were 
IdQed by Croatians and Mus¬ 
lims in the seated world war 
and buried in mass graves. 
Modern-day. Serbs dig for 
bones of dead relations, and 
there's a brief grisly, montage 
of roe second world war killers 
posing with dismembered 
heads, of dead bodies floating 
in lakes, of bulldozers shifting 
corpses, of a field of tidfly 
arranged skulls. This episode 
' underlies the hatred between 
die Serbs. Croatians and Mus¬ 
lims — the hate that Mejakic 
denies feeling. 

The women of each side 
dress mostly in blade, an effic¬ 
ient thing to do because they 
have lots of cemeteries to goto. 

The film ends with black- 
costumed Desa, wild with 
depair, throwing stones at 
Muslim refugees aboard UN 
trucks. She screams abuse, 
scuttles about, resists the at¬ 
tempts of a soldier to quieten 
her, and stops throwing only 
when the last trad? is out of 
range. Then she looks hopeful¬ 
ly around for the next one.

ever watched from start to 
finish, and it almost turned 
me into a fan. When I inno¬ 
cently remarked next day that 
we had won the World Cup, a 
neighbour tersely confirmed 
my Celtic identity with the 
words: “What do you mean 
we?" Still, this should provide 
nostalgic comfort for English 
fens, while the rest of us can 
watch England lose a variety 
of games on live television. 

Doctor Zhivago: Strictly for 
romantics. David Lean's ac¬ 
count of Pasternak’s novel is 
far from his best film, but 
there is nothing nicer than 
silting in a hot location staring 
at acres of snowy waste. 

Scott of tbe Antarctic John 
Mills and company on ice: 
Likely to have much the same 
effects as Zhivago, but for 
those with a more adventur¬ 
ous spirit. 

The Terminator Older child¬ 
ren will demand at least one 
modern blockbuster, and this 
is genuinely exciting and very 
well made. It should be seen 
on the big screen, but if you
